expected indictments of the big men in the 
graft conspiracy. The men indicted are: 


A. KE. DETWILER, Toledo, 0., promoter of Home 
Telephone company; reputed to be worth §15,- 
000,000; accused of paying thirteen supervisors 
$52,500 in effort to get franchise im San Fran- 


managed by Abe Ruef. 

LOUIS GLASS, former vice president end general 
manager of Pacific States Telegraph and Tele- 
phone company, accused of buying franchise by 
paying nine supervisors $45,000. 

Both Are “Big Fellows.” 

Detwiler is one of the “ big fellows * whom 
the prosecution has been after. In Ohio, and 
especially in Toledo, where he has a palatial 
home, Detwiler'’s bulks lerge es @ man of 
money and affairs. He is the head of the 
I. H. Detwiler Real Estate company of To- 
ledo. His name always has been linked with 
that of the Home Telephone company, @ cor- 
poration which has been gradually extending 
ite system in all parts of the United States. 
He helped to build the home plants in various 
big cities of Ohio, and when the company 
planned to enter California by obtaining 
franchises in Los Angeles, Oakland, and San 
Francisco Detwiler undertook personal 
supervision of the campaign. 

That campaign, waged with inexhaustible 
funds, has culminated in Detwiler's indict- 
ment by the grand jury. He is charged with 
having bought thirteen supervisors of this 
city, wresting them from the Pacific States 
company, which had already purchased their 
allegiance. The Pacific States company is 
said to have dickered with the corrupt city 
fathers directly. Detwiler, it is charged, ac- 
complished his ends through Abe Ruef. 


Glass Indictment a Shock. 

For years Louis Glass has been the most 
prominent official of the local telephone 
monopoly. Under John I. Sabin he was the 
general manager of the company and has 
continued in the same capacity under the new 
management, which chose him as its vice 
‘president. When Sabin died and before 
Henry T. Scott succeeded him Glass acted as 
president of the company. 

Wealthy, genial, and popular with hosts 
of friends, Louis Glass has not been regarded 
as a giver of bribes and his implication in the 
graft scandal is a great shock to the business 
community. 

Giass is allewed to have bribed nine super- 
visors through his general agent, T. V. Hal- 
sey, who is charged with having peid them 
$5,000 each to prevent the granting of a fran- 
chise to the opposition company. Halsey is 
supposed to be now on his way to San Frran- 
cisco from Manila in charge of Chief Trow- 
bridge of the insular secret service. Trow- 
bridge and the telephone agent were to have 
sailed today on the steamer America Maru. 
Halsey and Glass are brothers-in-law and the 
former was installing a telephone system ip 
the islands for a company of which Glass is 
the president. 


Supervisors with a Price. 
The supervisors went before the grand 
jury and gave the evidence upon which the 
indictment was based. Harrigan, Dayis, 
Duffey, and Kelly are eaid to have received 
$6,000 each; Gallagher, $10,000; Lonergan, 
Wilson, Phillips, Coleman, Mamlock, Coffey, 
and Furey, $3,500, all from Detwiler. 

The nine supervisors whom Glass is 
charged with buying are Nicholas, Coleman, 
Coffey, Wilson, Boxton, Welsh, Lonergan, 
Phillips, and Mamlock. Each of these re- 
ceived $5,000. 

The evidence connecting Bosse A Ruef 
with the bribery of the supervisors by Det- 
wiler was supplied by Miss Nellie Smith, 
stenographer for the legal firm that handled 
the Home Telephone company business. She 
testified as to letters which passed between 
her employers and Ruef. ~ 


Must Give Heavy Bonds. 

When indictments against Glass and Det- 
wiler were presented in court before Pre- 
siding Judge Coffey today, bonds were fixed 
at $10,000, or $5,000 cash on each true Dill. 
Warrants were immediately issued for the 
arrest of the bribe giver. In order to secure 
his liberty Glass must put up bonds in the 
sum of $90,000, or $45,000 In cash. Det- 
wiler must qualify for $180,000, or put up 
$65,000 in cash. 

Glass has been in Nevada for some time and 
is storm bound on a train between Reno and 
Sacramento en route home. He will be ar- 
rested immediately upon his arrival by Sher- 
iff O'Neill. 

Detective M. J. Burns today received word 
from his agents that Detwiler, who has beep 
in Europe, has returned to the United States 
and passed through Toledo last night on his 
way to San Francisco to face his accusers,

Mercury Soars to 80.1, Breaking 
Local Weather Bureau Record. 


THEN: COOL SHOWER COMES. 


Forecaster Believes Temperature Will 
Be Higher Tomorrow.

Weather records for the month of March, 
In all the years of the gov nt’s bureau, 
were smashed to smithereens yesterday 
when the mercury 4n the official tube over 
which Prof. Cox presides climbed up past 
the “summer heat” station on the ther- 
mometer and tarried for a few moments just 
after 8 o'clock at 80.1 degrees. The best the 
mercury had been able to do in Chicago on 
any previous March day, according to rec- 
ords extending bac« to 1871, was 79.8 degrees. 
This point was reached on March 29, 1895, 
but yesterday's maximum eclipses it by .3 
of a degree. 

Heat developed rapidly, ané@ even the early 
rizer realized the time had come for discov- 
ering some method of exchanging his over- 
coat for a panama hat of the latest block. By 
10 o'clock it-was 71 and at 11 it was 76. Going 
at a little better than a degree an hour, the 
maximum of 80.1 was achieved shortly after 
8 o'clock. By 6 it was 77, and half an hour 
later, just in time to catch the feminine 
portion of the matinée crowds, which had 
turned out in their ss creations, Col. J. 
Pluvius got busy. 


Air Cooled by Shower. 

The rain fell until 7 o’clock and a total pre- 
cipitation of .26 of an inch was recorded. 
This cooled things off in good style and the 
mercury registered 70 degrees at 7o’clock. It 
continued to fall until after midnight. At 
8 o’clotk this morning the thermometer reg- 
istered 60, a drop of 81 degrees in twelve 
hours. 

During the heated portion of the day, gentle 
spring zephyrs saved people in the downtown 
district from feeling any i!] effects from the 
heat, and while the gzephyrs persisted in 
gathering up all the stray dust they could 
find in odd corners and elsewhere, the play- 
fulness was overlooked in the sheer enthusi- 
asm over the genuineness of the spring day.

forecaster says the extremely low barometer 
to the north and west of Chicago, which will 
bring warm winds from the southward, prob- 
ably will make Monday even warmer still.

900 of 2,700 at Soldiers’ Home 
Smitten by Mystery Dish. 


WILD RUSH TO HOSPITAL. 


Relief Led by Col. Epsom (One Barrel), | 


Averts Big Casualty List. 


. Leavenworth, Kan., March 23.—[Special.] 
~Never again will the veterans at the Na- 
tional Soldiers’ home attack hash ‘at break- 
fast. A gallant 2,700 of them did it this 
morning. Tonight 200 of them are still groan- 
ing In the hospital, 700 more are beginning 
to take an interest in life again, and a bar- 
rel that in the morning was full contains not 
an ounce of Epsom salts. Also there is a 
diet rebellion all over the big camp. 

It was a balmy morning and the old sol- 
diers filed in to breakfast with appetites that 
not even hash could @iscourage. Over night 
three huge copper kettles of the mystery 
dish had been prepared, and this, fresh 
warmed and steaming, went down beforethe 
veterans’ charge. 


Parade Ground Dotted with Victims. 
It took the hash a little time to get into 
action, and it was not until the old soldiers 
were scattered about the parade ground, 
basking in the sun, that one of them gripped 
his belt and fell squirming to the ground. 

Then quickly from one to another the pain 
spread until soon the parade ground was 
dotted with squirming, groaning veterans 
who kept calling that they were poisoned. 
Ambulances were rushed to the yard and 
half a dozen at a time the squirmers were 
trotted to the hospital. 

Then panic seized upon all the old soldiers. 
The majority of them didn't feel a pang, but 
they didn’t know what moment it would 
come, And when it came they knew the 
hospital would bé the best place to be. So 
soon the sick and the well, some doubled up 
with pain, some crawling, and some at the 
gallop, charged the hospital. 


Well and Sick Rush to Hospital. 

The hospital was quickly so crowded that 
the four doctors on duty could scarcely get 
through the jam of veterans clamoring for 
aid. There was half an hour of wild con- 
fusion until the barrel of salts was brought 
from the storeroom and the well and the sick 
lined up. 

By 6 o’clock tonight all but 200 of the worst 
cases had been dismissed from the hospital. 

In the meantime an investigation developed 
the fact that some tainted meat had got 
into one of the three copper kettles from 
which the hash was served. Only about 
900 of the men were served out of this kettle, 
and these were slightly affected with what 
the doctors called pneumo-poisoning. But 
every veteran in the home got a little out of 
the barrel and not one of them will ever 
tackle hash again. 

Tainted Milk Sickens Children. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 23.—Thirty chil- 
dren in the children’s home in Kansas City, 
Kas.,are ill from ptomaine poisoning, thought 
to have been caused by milk which had been 
served for breakfast. It is believed that all 
the children will recover. They range in age 
from 8 to 10 years. The board of health has 
not yet made an analysis of the milk, which 


was purchased from @ dairyman.

This fact is brought out in the answers 
received in the second day's response to THE 
Trisune’s big test of citizens’ opinions on the 
mayoralty and the traction ordinance ques- 
tions.

Horses Drag Wrecked Carriage. 

The car hit the carriage fair in the middle. 
A rear wheel was smashed so that nothing 
remained of it but the hub. The side and rear 
of the body of the carriage was torn open, 
the windows shivered, and both carriage 
lamps broken. While the carriage was 
careening along on the two uninjured wheels 
Mrs. Prentice thrust her head through the 
windowless door and screamed for asaist- 
ance, 

About half a block east of Sixth avenue two 
trucks moving east almost abreast served to 
check for a minute the flight of the horses 
and save the occupants from injury they 
would have suffered had it been dragged fur- 
ther. The sudden halting of the carriage 
jerked the runaway horses back on their 
haunches and pulled out the pole from the 
carriage. As people ram to the assistance 
of the women and chiki in the wrecked car- 
riage, the horses galloped down Twenty-fifth 
street, dragging the carriage pole, still fast 
to the traces behind them. They were not 
stopped until they struck a wagon at Elev- 
enth avenue. 


All Escape Without a Scratch. 

Three policemen who hurried to the wrecked 
vehicle pried off one of the doors and helped 
Mrs. 
tangle of wood and upholstery. Mrs. Pren- 
tice was badly shaken and unnerved by the 
incident. Her boy and maid, like Mrs. 
Prentice, did not have a scratch or cut on 
therm despite the fact that broken glass from 
the windows had showered on their laps. 

Mrs. Prentice went to 4 store nearby and 
waited while she sent her maid down to the 
Twenty-third street ferry in a cab to notify 
Mr. Prentice, who was waiting there to join 
his family. Mr, Prentice came back in the 
cab. 

The entire party crossed to Jersey City and 
took an early afternoon train to Lakewood. 


BROODS OVER TRAIN WRECK; 
GOES INSANE IN PULPIT. 


Des Moines Pastor a Physical and Men- 
tal Ruin After Disaster on Rail- 


way. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 23,—{Special,)— 
Brooding over the wreck which had killed 
four members of his church, the Rev. J, A. 
Sandell, pastor of the Swedish Lutheran 
church, has lost his mind. Physicians say 
that even if he should recover hig physical 
health he still would be mentally inoppaci- 
tated.

Mayor Dunne and the regular organiza- 
tion of the democratic party came to the 
s yesterday. | 

The county committeemen decided the 
mayor could go his way and they would 
go theirs, and if it resulted in the election of 
Fred A. Busse, why, so much the worse for 
Edward F. Dunne. . They washed their hands 
of the entire proceedings. ' 

“No formal action was taken, but word was 
sent out to the men who represent the yari- 
ous wards and congressional and senatorial 
districts of Chicago on the democratic coun- 
ty central committee. It was substantially 


this: 

‘‘ Work for Traeger for city treasurer and 
Little for city clerk; Dever and Witty for 
judges. They are the democratic candi- 


dates. 
“Do everything you can for the demo- 
cratic candidate for alderman in your ward. 
“Do not openly oppose Mayor Dunne, but 
let him run his owncampaign. If it is neces- 
sary to sacrifice him to get votes for the reg- 
ular democratic nominees, do s0. 
“Do not fight the ordinances. If you can 
get votes for your aldermanic candidate by 
supporting them, do it.”’ 


Dunne-Hearst Pact Cause. 

It came about as a natural result of the 
surrender of Dunne to William Randolph 
Hearst and his Independence league. The 
men who compose the democratic organiza- 
tion in Chicago made up their minds that if 
Hearst was to have charge of the Dunne 
campaign there was no place for them in It. 
Every prominent member of the county com- 
mittee hag been violently attacked by Mr. 
Hearst or his lieutenants, and they figured 
it out that if Mr. Hearst, who fought and 
probably defeated their county ticket last 
fall, is to be the manager of the Dunne polit- 
ical conscience they would prefer somebody 
else for mayor. The prohibitionist or the 
socialist would guit them well enough, but, 
being practical men, they preferred to put 
their work and votes where they would do 
the most good. 

Mayor Dunne tried to ward off the storm 
when he volunteered the statement he had 
made no promises of any k to Mr. Hearst. 

‘“T gee a newspaper is charging 1 have 
promised to allow Mr. Hearst to name the 
chief of police if I am elected,’’ he began. 

He was interrupted by the question: ** What 
paper?’’ and replied: 

‘“*T don’t remember exactly; I will find it,” 
and began looking through some papers of 
the day he had with him. He could not find 
it, but said: 

‘‘No matter about that. What I want to 
say is that I have made absolutely no prom- 
ises of any kind to Mr. Hearst. I have not 
pledged myself in any way.”’ 


Managers Are Skeptical. 

But the members of the democratic county 
committee, the men who at the primaries 
have been chosen to direct the organization of 
the party, are not willing to risk their whole 
future fortune on such a statement. They 
have had instances of Dunne “ changing his 
mind ’’ before, and, being willing ta allow that 
he was telling the truth—the mayor would 
work himself into a fit of righteous indigna- 
tion if anybody suggested anything to the 
contrary—they did not care to take his word. 
They know as a matter of fact that if Dunne 
should be reé@lected Hearst would name the 
chief. 

The situation was explained at length last 
evening by an alderman who voted for the 
traction ordinances, who is a candidate for 
reélection, and who has been a prominent 
member of the county central committee for 
years and-is classed as one of the real lead- 
ers in the democratic organization.

F Charlies Dickens could came back to 
America and visit Chicago he would find 
his old friend, Mark Tapley.. He would 
find him in the city hall. The happy go 
lucky, cheerful, careless, irresponsible, 

optimistic rainbow chaser whom fate has 

placed in the mayor's chair is as near like 

Mark Tapley as two creatures of life or fiction 

could well be, except that Mark Tapley was 

loyal to his friends. Dickens could have 
made him untrue to them if he had pleased, 

but-“he was too good an artist to spoil a 

lovable character by doing so. He left it to 

Mayor Dunne to introduce to the public a 

marred and defaced Mark Tapley. 

On the night the election returns showed 
that Dunne had defeated John M. Harlan 
for mayor and the traction companies would 
have to deal with him he wired to his sponsor, 
Judge Tuley: ** Gen. Nogi begs leave to re- 
port to Gen. Oyama the capitulation of Port 
Arthur.” Thereupon he went tothe Iroquois 
club, and, being called upon by his enthu- 
siastic and convivial friends for a speech, 
he sai@ that “when he gied a monument 
would be erected over his grave recording 
that he was the father of municipal owner- 
ship and thirteen children, but that he died 
a pauper.” After a night of rejoicing he 
went home to bed, and the next morning 
came down and sent a cablegram to the 
* lord mayor of Glasgow "’—a city which has 
no lord mayor—asking him at once to send 
over a man to show him how to run municipal 
street cars in Chicago. A few days later 
Mr. Dalrymple arrived. 

Before taking physical possession of the 
cars and the office Mayor Dunne took time 
to run down to New York in answer to the 
call of Mr. Hearst in order to tell the people 
of that city how he had got municipal owner- 


ship in Chitago. On his way back from> 


New York he rode on the train with John 
J. Mitchell and incidentally they discussed 
traction to while away the time. The dis- 
cussion was so satisfactory that the mayor 
at once announced that he had talked the 
matter all over with Mr. Mitchell and he 
was sure the companies would turn the prop- 
erties over on fair terms and without delay. 
As a mere matter of precaution and to carry 
out a few details and incidentally to pay off 
gome political debts he appointed Clarence 
S. Darrowspecial traction counsel. Mr. I ar- 
row was never famous for his conservatism, 
but im a short time even he grew weary in 
trying to keep up with Mayor Dunne and 
left his post and salary in such disgust that 
he has never been heard of since. 

After turning over the traction business 
to Mr. Darrow and his then “ kitchen cabi- 
net,”’ the mayor started off to Boston, Den- 
ver, Cleveland, Milwaukee, and other places 
to make speeches, telling how he had ow- 
tained municipal ownership for Chicago. 

It was many months before Mayor Dunne 
could be made to understand that even the 
formality of a vote of the city council was 
needed to get municipal ownership, but when 
he found it out he was equal to the occasion 
and promptly called on the council formally 
to ratify his plans. Imagine his surprise 
when out of seventy aldermen he found that 
he could muster only seventeen. Some men 
would have been cast down, but not so Mark 
Tapley Dunne. Mr. Dalrymple had gone 
home, and after studying the mayor and his 
friends had sent back various dubious and 
ominous state papers suggesting that Chi- 
cago had better think again, or rather, think 
once. 

Thereupon Mayor Dunne sent to Cleveland 
for the Hon. Tom Johnson. He was mayor 
of Cleveland, but the town is so small that 
he readily undertook the job of running it 
and Chicago, too. The two-promptly started 
out in an automobile to make an inventory 
of the streets of Chicago. This was the be- 
ginning of the municipal ownership of auto- 
mobiles in this city. Day after day the bul- 
leting came from the city hall, ‘* Municipal 
ownership a success,” ‘‘ Municipal ownership 
to come before the snow flies,” ‘‘ Municipal 
ownership almost here.”’ Still it,did not come. 
Every one in Chicago excepting the mayor 
was growing weary of municipal ownership. 
Every one else knew that it was a long way 
off. Still Mark Tapley Dunne was as smiling 
and optimistic as on election night, when 
Gen. Nogi sent his famous message to Field 
Marshal Oyama. 

At last the Supreme court decided the nine- 
ty-nine year suit in favor of the city. Mayor 


Dunne went up into the clouds. Mr. Darrow, 
knowing him and seeing the end, thought this 
was a good time to get away. So he van- 
ished and Glenn E. Plumb was appointed in 
his place to arrange a few details before the 
first municipal motor should be headed down 
State street. A few more “ tussles "’ followed 
with the city council. The mayor was thrown, 
but did not know it.'° He smiled, with the 
smile that can’t come off. Finally Mr. 
Plumb got discouraged and quit. 

Then amide the wails and groans and mut- 
terings of briefiess municipal ownership law- 
yers who wanted the job, Mr. Fisher was ap- 
pointed and Mayor Dunne felt that all was 
safe. Then came the famous Werno letter. 
Mr. Fisher wrote it, and trustfu, confiding, 
guileless Mayor Dunne signed his name at 
the bottom and proudly claimed its author- 
ship. He talked about the Werno letter as if 
it were as much of a landmark in history as 
Magna Charta. Day after day Mayor Dunne 
met with the traction committee. He heard 
Mr. Fisher talk, and talk, and talk. He was 
dulled into ecstatic dreams in which he saw 
‘his long fight ended and municipal ownership 
a blissful actuality. The municipal cars 
were to start from the municipal barn at the 
firing of the sunrise gun the next day. 

Discordant sounds broke in upon these en- 
trancing visions. They were the groans and 
hisses and.imprecations of Margaret Haley, 
Henry Ashton, George E. Hooker, Raymond 
Robins, Addison Blakely, and Dr. Doty. 
They shouted to him to be on his guard, for 
there were traitors in the camp. They bade 
him beware leat they shotld have to say of 
him, “ Thou art weighed in the balances and 
are found wanting.” 

Some men would have been cast down— 
not Dunne. In the twinkling of an eye he 
changed front. Afraid of a woman's frown 
and the wrath of the “ settlements,”’ he re- 
solved that the work of months must go. ’ 
His special traction counsel must be dis- 
missed. Mayor Dunne felt that he was the 
one man who could now save Chicago from 
his own work and th&t the city must be saved. 
So with Mark Tapley hope and enthusiasm 
he set out to tear down the machine he had 
built. He had intended to run again on the 
cry that he had settled the traction question, 
but after all it was better to run on the plat- 
form that he would prevent its settlement. 
This, too, would bring municipal ownership. 
“Tt is almost here, anyway,” said he to him- 
self. ‘*‘ Judge Magruder and my faithful 
though neglected James Hamilton Lewis can 
take Fisher’s place. The municipal cars will 
pull out the day after election.”’ That was 
the time he had them started two years 
ago. 

He came back to his first love. He decided 
that the best way to municipal ownership 
was through condemnation. He would have 
Col. Lewis file a condemnation petition the 
next day. ‘“‘ The case will be speedily heard 
and disposed of next week. The Supreme 
court is in session and will O. K. my work 
at once. The money will be paid about elec- 
tion day.”’ These are dreams which omit the 
fact that an ordinance must first be passed 
by the city council. At the last counting of 
noses, the seventeen aldermen who followed 
him two years ago had shrunk to twelve. 
None of his friends has ever figured out how 
long he must be mayor to get thirty-six at 
this rate of progress. How long did it take 
the toad at the bottom of the well that 
Jumped up two feet and fell back three to 
reach the top? 

In the meantime Mayor Dunne’#™pelitical 
future has been placed in the hands of such 
eminent municipal ownership men as John 
‘Powers, E. H. Roche, who has lost his office, 
but is still loyal; Stanley Kunz, John O’ Mal- 
ley, William O’Connell, Roger Sullivan, Sol 
Van Praag, Charley Martin, and the humbler. 
patriots who are standing with their feet in 
the city trough. These do the political work, 
while Margaret Haley, Henry M. Ashton, 
Raymond Robins, Addison Blakely, Dr. Doty, 
and the rest are beating the tom-toms and 
their breasts. Poor, helpless Chicago is 
paying the bills. The bark that bears the 
mayor's fortunes is pitching and tossing ina 
wintry sea without compass or rudder. But 
in the midst of the storm Commodore Mark 
Tapley Dunne stands on the deck with the old 
smile frozen firm on his face, shaking the mu- 
nicipal ownership flag over the angry waves 
and bidding his seasick followers to cheer 
up. He at least is serene, happy, optimistic, 
and unmoved.

- KNOCKED OUT BY COURT. 


Judge Tuthill Denies Plea of Referen- 


dum League for Mandamué to Get Its 


Questions on Little Ballot. 


Judge Tuthill yesterday denied the peti- 
tion of the Referendum league and its allied 
associations for a writ of mandamus to Ccom- 
pel the election commissioners to put the 
“three pronged queries’ on the ‘“‘ little bal- 
lot.” 

Addison Blakely, one of Mayor Dunne’s 
** special counsel,’’ who represents the league, 
announced that an appeal would be taken. 
This is doubted by the lawyers most con- 


versant with the case. 
The “ three pronged " referendum was the 


list of questions first submitted by the league 
and on which it got up its petition, It not 
only asked the voters to decide whether the 
traction ordinances should be confirmed, 
but whether condemnation proceedings 
should be substituted, and then demanded 
the voters declare themselves on the Sunday 
saloon controversy. 

The dlection commissioners refused to put 
it on the ballot, substituting the question 
whether the ordinances were to be confirmed 
or refused as drawn by the city council, and 
Judge Tuthill sustained the board. Judge 
Tythill held that while the law permits three 
questions to be put on the “ little ballot,” 
there must be a separate petition for each 


question. 

The hearing of the application to strike the 
names of the independence league candidates 
for aldermen off the official ballot was post- 
poned by the election commissioners until 
Monday on account of the illness of Maclay 
Hoyne, counsel for the petitioners.

‘Citizens Waste 78 Working Days a 
Year in Street Cars Is Statisti- 
, ¢ian’s Computation. 

Alé. Milton J. Féteman, an authority on 
traction legislation, will address the third 
massmeeting of the Straphangers’ league at 
McVicker’s theater Tuesday noon. He will 
apphals Soiteres of the strest ear saber: 
tion now before the people answer 
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{and one cannot go far in less than an hour], 
he will spend 624 hours every year hanging 
on to a strap, if he uses the street car six 
days each week. Taking eight hours as an 
average day’s work, the straphanger, in 
hanging on the 624 hours each year, will, in 
effect, be contributing seventy-eight days 
of work to the noble art of straphanging. At 
$2 a day these seventy-eight working days 
amount to $156 a year additional toll exacted 
by the street car companies in addition to the 
10 cents paid each day for fares.

“The straphanger who is able to stand 
the wear and tear of hanging to straps seven- 
ty years, in addition to the time that he will 
have lost, at the end of that period will also 
have lost what amounts to $10,920, on the 
basis of this computation. This would be 
enough to provide for his family after his 
death, or to buy him a nice home of his own.

Mrs. Busse Fond of Her Sons. 

Mrs. Busse was in another room. She 
thinks a great deal of Fred, also. He and 
George always will be her boys. Just plain 
“boys ” to her, not politicians or postmas- 
tére or mayors of a great city. 

‘“*IT would a good deal rather that Fred was 
just a plain business man,” she said. “I 
don't like thege political offices. I don’t care 
for politics. It takes F away from home 
toe much.”’ 

“YT always come home to dinner, mother,”

Kindness to Erring Young Man. 

The visitor remembered the first time he'd 
ever met Mr. Busse and asked him about it. 
Yes, he recalled it wellenough. It was when 
Mr. Busse was at the head of the Busse- 
Reynolds Coal company. 

A story had floated into a newspaper office 
that one of Mr. Busse’s trusted employés—a 
young man with extravagant habits—had 
stolen $1,000. 

Mr. Busse had recovered all but $200 of the 
money and would not prosecute the thief. 
He said the boy ought to be given another 
chance. 

“If anything is printed about that boy’s 
theft,”’ said he, “ he’ll not be able to get em- 
ployment again and he’ll become a common 
thief and go to the penitentiary. If he’s given 
another chance he may take advantage of it. 
There's a hope that he'll reform. Any way, 
so long as we are not going to punish him, I 
hope the newspapers will not make it public.” 

That was the way he talked. Talked for 
several minutes—pleading for the young fel- 
low who had robbed him. Said the boy 
had a sister who was dependent on him and 
who would be distressed by his disgrace if it 
got into the newspapers. 

‘‘ He had stolen a tin box full of bills and 
checks from our safe,’” Mr. Busse said. “ It 
was traced to the safety deposit vaults of one 
of the trust comparies.

Now that the people have suffered from ten 
years of repression they are convinced, al- 
most to a man, that even if the ordinances 
are passed on April 2, and the enemy of the 
ordinances, Mayor Dunne, is re@lected, they 
are in for four years more of the same kind of 
repression. For they know that Dunne— 
should he be mayor—wil! throw every im- 
pediment possible in the way of the proper 
working out of the traction problem. 

That is why they are going to vote for 
Postmaster Busse. 


Small Owners the Sufferers. 

Meantime it is apparent that the persistent 
delay in effecting street car rehabilitation— 
due mainly to Dunne—has been entirely in the 
interest of big owners of real estate, as op- 
posed to small holders. The difference in the 
fortunes of central loop property and outside 
property during the last ten years, since the 
traction question has been an issue, has been 
of such a striking character as almost to 
lead one to doubt whether they were parts 
of the same municipality. 

On the one hand there has been a steady 
increase in values, which has been empha- 
sized during the last five years, and carried 
to a point which was not thought possible 
a decade ago. In many instances properties 
have more than doubled in value during 
half the decade, while the general advance 
throughout the centra) district has been a 
most pronounced one. 

On the other hand, not only has there been 
no appreciation of values in outside property, 
save along the elevated and steam roads, and 
where new local business centers have been 
established and where new large industries 
have been located, but on the other hand 
actual declines, running in some instances 
up to 40 and 50 per cent. 


Prosperity for Only a Few. 

The history of all other cities has been 
that where prosperity waits on the central 
business property so does it wait on the out- 
side property. The two necessarily are cor- 
related, being dependent as regards their 
values on whether adverse or prosperous 
conditions obtain with reference to the busi- 
ness interests of the city. 

That Chicago has prospered greatly in a 
business way during the last ten years ad- 
mits of no question. It has expanded in a com- 
mercial and industrial way along lines of 
permanent and enduring growth at a mar- 
velous rate, and yet practically all its out- 
side realty has sharply declined in value 
during that period. 

In no other city in the country has such 
@ spectacle been presented, and in no other 
city is there such a marked disparity in 
the valeus of ite central business and out- 
side property. 

That there must be some positive, tang- 
ible reason for this is clearly evident, and 
cereful students of realty conditions are 
agreed that the traction question is chiefly 
responsible for it. 

Real Estate Board Interested, 


The attitude of the real estate board, which 
for several years hag labored earnestly for 
a settlement of this question, is proof of this, 
for ite members, better than any one else, 
realize the great injury which realty has 
suffered from this cause. The fact, too, that 
the board not only has approved the pending

an. affirmative vote on them, and in addition 

appropriated $1,000 for the committee's ex- 
penses, ig convincing evidence of its belief 
that the ordinances, if adopted, will work a 
great benefit to property interests.

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on the north side. Practically the entire 
district south of Twenty~-sixth street, if not 
Twenty-second street, has been adversely af- 
fected, and values in many intances are 30 to 
40 per cent lower than they were ten or twelve 
years ago. South State street, Wabash, and 
Cottage Grove avenues—in fact, practically 
all the streets which have not the advantage 
of steam or elevated road transportation, te!) 
the same story of declining values. 

Along Cottage Grove avenue there is much 
property which ten or twelve years ago read- 
ily commanded $250 and $300 a foot which to- 
day would with difficulty bring $125 or $150 a 
foot. The choicer corners are held quite 
firmly, but even these figures are much below 
what the property was held at at the former 
period named. 

Another cage in point involves Grand boule- 
vard property near Thirty-sixth street, 66 
feet of which was sold about thirteen years 
ago by a nonresident owner for $400 a foot. 
This was improved with a handsome resi- 
dence. About two years ago the owner de- 
sired to sell the north 66 feet of the same 
lot, and all that it was possible to secure for 
the property was $140 a foot. This is prob- 
ably an extreme case, but it illustrates where 
‘values along fine streets have gone since the 
beginning of the traction turmoil. 

An owner of Wabash avenue property north 
of Fifty-fifth street boulevard held it at $125 
a toot less than ten years ago. A few years 
later, anxious to dispose of It, he sold some 
at $75 a foot, and some time later let go of 
the remainder at $50 a foot. 


Benefited by Elevated Road. 

How differently property on some of the 
streets near the South Side elevated road has 
fared is illustrated in the case of one investor 
who about thirteem years ago bought con- 
siderable frontage on Fortv-seventh street, 
on one of the corners berween Calumet and 
Prairie avenues, for $165 a foot. He has 
within a year refused nearly $500 a foot for 
gome of the property, which he regards as 
worth $600. Two or three blocks away from 
these corners in Forty-seventh, prices fall 
away a half, illustrating the effect the *L " 
road has on values. 

Not only has the south side suffered from 
the poor service of the surface lines, but 
some sections have been greatly handicapped 
by the lack of new lines eseential to the 
proper development. 

One section in particular, comprising one 
of the best residence districts of Hyde Park, 
lying south of Forty-seventh street and east 
of Cottage Grove avenue, has been a great 
sufferer in this respect. In the entire dis- 
trict between Forty-seventh and Fifty-fifth 
streets there is not an east and west line and 
no cross town line is found until Sixty-first 
street Is reached. The result is that much 
naturally fine property in one of the finest 
residence districts of the city will not today 
command more than $45 to $50 a foot, when 
it really should be worth more than twice 
this sum. The development of the territory 
naturally has been greatly retarded because 
of the absence of this necessary transpo-ta- 
tion. 

Owner Thrown Into Bankruptcy. 

Two or three years ago one of the most 
prominent real estate operators in Chicago, 
impressed with the natural advantages of 
this location in a residential way, embarked 
on a big project for building a large number 
of residences in the district. He bulit be- 
tween forty and fifty, and Invested about 
$300,000 in land and buildings. But, unfor- 
tunately, no one seemed to be desirous of 
buying them, for the simple reason that they 
were too far from transportation lines, and 
the result was that only about five of the 
houses were sold, and the operator went into 
bankruptcy. 


Property Is Damaged Greatly. 

Marvin A. Farr, a large property owner on 
the south side and a man unusually well 
posted as to realty conditions in Hyde Park, 
sald as to the effect of the traction auestion 
on property values there: 

“ Except in some new street where busi- 
ness requirements have created a demand 
for property and thus forced an increase, 
property has been greatly damaged. Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, South State street, East 
Forty-seventh street, and scores of other 
streets have suffered declinés. Lamineted 
rails, flat wheels, and general decrepitude 
of the rolling stock unite to make a wretched 
service and create # noise that has been 
nearly unendurable.. 


“There are also many 4'stricts not served | 


by cars because no new lines could be bulit | 
or extensions into new territory made. The ; 
territory between Forty-sevent “a ses 
nd it has 


small lots. Then the limited service on out- 
lying crosstown lines has made transfer con- 
nections slow and tedious, and property 
served by these lines has been unsalable and, 
except from neceseity, unusable. 

“It has been the custom to shunt the most 
antiquated cars into the poorer districts. 
The average broker has had many a fruitless 
journey trying to show property after wait- 
ing with his customer a half hour for some 
emaciated trolley car at some outlying trans- 
fer corner. 

“Any real estate broker will say that in 
his opinion the greater part of Chicago's real 
estate has been seriously damaged in value 
by the bad car service, which could not bo 
extended or improved, and that while all 
other citles have had active markets ours 
has been stagnant because of the delay in 
the settlement of this question.” 


Prices Rise in Englewood. 


The Englewood district has fared much bet- 
ter than Hyde Park in a transportation way. 
It has in addition to at least one fairly good 
surface line—the Wentworth avenue line— 
two steam lines, the Lake Shore and Rock 


from its business center into the city. 

In addition it has in course of construction 
the branch line of the south side elevated 
road, upon which 2,000 men are now said to be 
working, and the building of this affords the 
most striking illustration of what improved 
transportation will do in the way of en- 
hancing realty values. Along practically its 
entire line there has been a marked increase 
in land values, while building has been on a 
large scale. 

The elevated road itself was a decided bene- 
ficiary in one instance, which is deserving of 
special mention. 

At the corner of Sixty-third street and 
Marvard avenue it vougnt a piece of prop- 
erty for right of way purposes from a non- 
resident, paying him about $40,000 for it. It 
used considerabie of the property for its 
tracks, but succeeded in selling the _ re- 
mainder for $85,000, leaving the cost to it for 
the acquirement of the valuable property 
used by it at less than $5,000. A good business 
building has veen erected on the property 


sold. 
Effect of Good Car Service. 


Another good illustration is furnished tn 
the experience of E. A. Cummings & Co., 
who are handling a subdivision at Center 
avenue and Sixty-third street. The sub- 
division was opencd about two years ago, but 
the lots sold slowly until actual work began 
on the elevated branch road, when pro- 
nounced activity set In. One sixty-five foot 
lot on the corner sold for $16,000, nearly $250 
a foot, and this was subsequently sold for 
$22,500, eloquent testimony of the improved 
conditions thereabouts. 

Values along Sixty-third street have gen- 
erally advanced, but they are still consider- 
ably below what they were fifteen years ago 

This is shown in the case of the property; 
bought by the elevated road at Harvard 
avenue, referred to previously. It has a 
frontage of 180 feet and for eighty feet of this 
the owner was offered $35,000, nearly as 
much as the figure for which he sold the en- 
tire piece to the road. 

Values along many of the best residence 
streets are also below what they were at the 
previous time named, and for several years 
they were slow to move, 

Wentworth avenue also illustrates what 
even slightly better transportation will do. 
Before the large new cars were put on values 
dragged and little was done in the way of im- 
provements, but with the new cars came a 
turn for the better and considerable building

“Mayor Dunne said before the council 
local transportation committee just three 
months ago that he expected to go out before 
the people and ask them to indorse the or-

good measures. I mention this merely be- 
cause he has taken a sudden change of 
front which might befog the situation in 
the minds of some. The ordinances, as he 
— are good measures, and I will tell you 
why 

“ The first thing that interests us in them 
is that they provide for the expenditure 
of $4,000,000 in improvements. That means 
this sum of money {is going to be placed in 
the street car lines here, and a big part of 
it is going to remain in Chicago in the form 
of wages paid to workmen. 


Engineers to Supervise Work. 

“With the board of three engineers, two 
of whom will be appointed by the city, watch- 
ing all of the expenditures and approving 
every act before and after it is done, there is 
little ahance for the companies to evade this 
duty. There also are provisions for through 
routing of cars on every line. This plan will 
permit a man to board a car at the farthest 
northern boundary of the city and ride to the 
southern end of the city. ‘ 

“ Every provision of the ordinances was 
carefully worked out by the members of the 
local transportation committee, whose only 
interest was to draw up a contract that would 
embody as many favorable features for the 
city as might be placed in it and still such as 
the companies would accept. ordi- 
nances are the result. . 

* Now, I have nothing to say against Mayor 
Dunne as & man or asa judge, but I must say 
he is inexperie and unable, in my judg- 
ment, to shoulder this responsibility. Since 
Mayor Dunne has been in office he has been 
handed more gold bricks than I thought 
there were in Chicago, and all because of his 
inexperience. 

“Mr. Busse’s business and public record 
you all know. You know what would happen 
to the man who endeavored to hand him a 
gold brick. Mr. Busse’s experience is such 
that he is the logica] man to take up this, the 
biggest business contract that the city ever 
entered into. Judging from the sentiment in 
the portions of the city that I have visited 
there is little doubt that the voters, regard- 
leas of party, realize that that is true.” 


Harlan Assails Dunne’s Views. 

John Maynard Harlan opened a campaign 
of education at a Busse rally in Oddfellow’s 
hall, Thirty-third and State streets, when 
he invited hie audience to ask any question 
they pleased regarding the traction ordi- 
nances. Many took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity and the replies proved instructive to 
all. 

‘‘Mayor’ Dunne showed good, common 
sense and intellectual honesty when he ap- 
proved the traction ordinances just after they 
were drafted,’ Mr. Harlan said, “ but he has 
acted like e quack doctor and gone on the 
presumption that people like to be hum- 
bugged ever since. He paints beautiful pic- 
tures, but there is not a single bit of sin- 
cerity about the ever ready promises of 
‘his immediacy.’ 

‘“ What has he to offer In the way of an im- 
provement over the proposed ordinances? 
Of course, he will promise you anything. If | 


the campaign were long enough in all prob- | 


ability he would promise you a service where 
you would get a free lunch with every fare, 
and if that wouldn't do he would promise to 
give you a nickel if you would accept the 
pleasure of riding.” 

In response to one question the speaker sald 
he believed the city’s share of profits the 
first year under the proposed arrangement 
would amount to about $1,000,000. 


Predicts Good Car System. 

Ald. Linn H. Young addreseed a republican 
meeting at 742 Forty-third street, giving a 
number of reasons why the traction ordi- 
nances should be ratified by the voters. He 
prophesied that, should the ordinances be 
ratified by the people, Chicago will have the 
finest traction system of any city in the 
world. 

Nathan W. MacCheeney, another speaker, 
declared that Mayor Dunne’s record of “ ac- 
complishments ” has been stolen from the 
achievements of private citizens. 

‘The mayor claims to have driven the vice 
dens from the downtown district,"’ said he. 
“Instead it was the business men who 
forced them to move from Custom House 
place and other localities. He claims to have 
lowered telephone rates, but, as a matter of 
fact, an organization of about 1,700 citizens 
was responeible for having the rates reduced 


from $176 to $125 a year.’

.:“ The move by the prosecution for an in- 
quiry into the advisability of a lunacy com+ 
mission for my son, Harry K. Thaw, affords 
me the long desired opportunity of giving all 
the facts in relation to the so-alleged heredi- 
tary epilepsy and insanity, stripped of all 
verbiage which malicious misrepresentation 
and gross exaggeration have thrown around 
them. 

“ First I wish to emphatically state that in 
the direct line of descent for four generations, 
if we include that of the defendant himself, 
there is no trace of either epilepsy or insanity. 


“With regard to the alleged insanity of: 


Josiah Copley Jr., he had a most brilliant 
mind and was classday orator at Amherst 
college. His oration impressed the faculty 
as so profound fn its erudition that they in- 
judiciously decided not to Nmit him as to time, 
with the result that its close was immediately 
followed by an attack of brain fever, which 
shattered for a time his nervous system.” 
Josiah Jr. was @ischarged after seven 
months, enlisted tn the civil war, was a pris- 
oner in Libby prison, and, according to the 
affidavit, “‘is now in vigorous health and 
sound mind at three score years and ten.” 


Explains the Uncle’s Case. 

“The other case of derangement,” Mrs. 
Thaw's affidavit continues, ‘“‘is the one 
brutally referred to by medical experts for 
the prosecution as being ‘ imbecile from his 
birth.’ On the contr , Henry W. Copley, 
uncle of the defehdant, was until 6 years of 
age in perfect physical and mental condition. 
In the dusk of a summer evening two vicious 
boys trespassing on our place, disguised with 
horrible masks, pursued him until he fell 
with a scream of terror in my mother’s arms. 
I- was but 2 yeare older, yet thé scene is im- 
printed on my memory. Ever after, as the 
country practitioner, Dr.'Deemar, has testi- 
fied, he was of feeble intellect and incapable 
of engaging in business or any steady em- 
ployment, yet so desirous was he of serving 
his country that he enlisted near the end Pa 
the war, although under age. He lived, 
Dr. Deemar has testified, to be nearly 40 
years of age.

DUNNE WAGER LEGAL? NO, 


MAYOR'S BACKER SAYS IT IS 
WRONG—OALIS BIG BET OFF. 


Attorneys for Hannah &2 Hogs 
Check Back to John . Righeimer 
with Opinion That Betting Is Ille- 
gal—Republicans Think Risk on 
Democratic Candidate Not Only 
Naughty but Insane—Busse’s Op- 


ponents Finding His Strength. 


One of the largest election bets made on the 
outcome of.the present mayoralty campaigr 
fell through yesterday as a result of the dis- 
covery that it was.an illegal transaction. 
The discovery was made by the man who 
bet on Dunne, and thus another ethical vic- 
tory is added to the mayor’s many triumphs 
over crime and sin. 

The wager was one of $1,500 between a 
Busse partisan, represented by John Rig- 
heimer, and a Dunne follower, represented 
by Hannah & Hogg. The money was depos- 
ited a week ago. Yesterday Darrow, Mas- 
ters & Wilson, counsel for Hannah & Hogg, 
returned his $1,500 to Mr. Righeimer with the 
explanation that their client had declared the 
bet off on the advice of its illegal nature. 


Decision Causes a Sensation. 

The opinion fendered by the attorneys to 
the effect that election bets are illegal caused 
quite a sensation in the Hannah & Hogg sa- 
loons and in other headquarterg for Dunne 
followers. Some said that if it really was 
against the law they also would withdraw 
their bets on Dunne, and others remembered 
that the mayor is opposed to gambling, and 
that for that reason they ought tod declare 
all wagers off. 

Some favor asking Darrow, Masters, and 
Wilson for a supplementary opinion. It is 
thought that perhaps it is meant that bets 
on Dunne are illegal unless made aboard the 
City of Traverse, which enjoys the favor of 
the mayor’s administration. 

In republican. circles the news was received 
with a marked degree of levity as compared 
with the serlousnegs of the democrats. It 
was suggested that further research would 
convince the able council that it was not so 
much: illegal as insane to bet on Dunne. 

Mr. Righeimer was notified a week ago that 
Hannah & Hogg had $5,000 in Dunne money 
to wager’on the election. Mr.- Righeimer 
called on Secretary Julius Altman at the Wa- 
bash avenue wholesale house. .Mr. Altman 
had only $1,500 available for a wager at the 
time, and this amount Mr. Righeimer met 
with a check which he deposited with Han- 
nah & Hegg and for which he received a re- 
ceipt. Mr. Righeimer then. reported to his 
principals that the wager had been made. 


Gets Letter, Also Money Back. 

’ During the day Mr. Righeimer received 
registered letter inclosing a check for $1, sob. 
The letter, which was written on the letter 
head of Darrow, Masters & Wilson, Ashland 
block, read: 

Mr. John Righeimer—Dear Sir: Inclosed | we fend 
you cashier’s check for $1,500, dated: March 20, 
1907, payable to Hannah & Hogg and drawn on 
Foreman Brothers Banking company, which we 


‘have had indorsed over to you. This check is to 


cover the $1,500 deposited by you as a wager de- 
pendent upon the election ef Fred Busse as mayor 
of the city of Chicago. The money was deposited 


‘by yourself with Hannah & Hogg, our client, and 


they herewith return this money to you and have 
declared the wager off. They have been advised 
by us that the transaction is not a legal one, and 
take this early occasion to return your money to 
you so that you can use it for whatever purposes 
you may desire.

A deputation . of landowners, ‘headed by 
Prince Ghika, was received in audience by 
King Charles today.

ago than it was today. The present admin- 
istration, he deciared, did not answer to the 
needs of the time.

Call It Anarchistic Rising.. 


In the opinion of the government the rising : 


of the peasants in Moldavia’ig more of an 
anarchistic character than anti-semitic. ‘In 


reply to requests for a statement on the sub-~“ 


ject today, Finance Minister Ionescu wrote 
the following note: 

“The present regrettable movement is not 
only of an anti-semitic but also of an agra- 
rian and anarchistic character. The houses 
of Christiana, both owners and tenants, have 
been destroyed. The government has taken 
all the possible measures to cope with the 
movement, which must now be regarded more. 
as an anarchistic campaign thgn anything 
else. 

According to the latest advices received 
here, the movement is spreading southward. 
Bands of peasants in the Brahilov and Buzeu 
districts, mostly armed with cudgels, are ma- 
rauding over the farms, threatening the pro- 
prietors with death unless they ameliorate 
the conditions of work. 


Peasants Well Organized. 

In the Bacau, Vaslui, and Roman districts 
the peasants are well organized. Most of 
them have served in the army and they have 
formed themselves into companies and regi- 
ments under officers and are plundering small 
towns and villages, wherever there is an in- 
sufficiency of troops to overawe them, with- 
out distinction as to nationality. In several 
instances the farmers and landowners have 
“yielded to the demands of the peasants, and 
the raids have ceased. 

In the attack made by the peasants on 
troops at Blegesti, in the Bacau district, 
which resulted in fourteen of the attackers 
being killed, the peasants seized Col. Poltzer, 
who was in command of the troops, and 
locked him up in the house of the public prose- 
cutor, which they were preparing to burn 
when the troops dispersed them. 

A serious encounter between troops and 
peasants has occurred at. the small town of 
Migaileni, near the Bukovina frontier, In the 
Gistrict of Dorohol. Many peasants were 
killed during the fighting. 


More Towns Are Pillaged. 

VIENNA, March 23.—According to a tele- 
gram received here today from Czernowitzs, 
on the Roumamian border, Verpole and 
Pudesti have been captured by peasants, who 
took the places by assault and pillaged and 
devastated them. 

Cacona, Bosia, and Paprikani are reported 
to have been completaly destroyed by a band 
of 2,000 peasants. Only buildings where the 
inhabitants placed crucifixes between lighted 
candles in the windows were spared. 

The fighting at Podui-Laeli lasted for four 
hours. A total of 380 buildings was de- 
stroyed. It is said that an alderman, accom- 
panied by his secretary, was in command of 
the insurgents at this place. 

The attack on .Misaileni continues, the 
peasants persistently aasaulting the town. 
The trodéps have thus far been unable to 
Grive back the peasants and many have been 
killed or wounded on both sides. 

A letter has reached the Israelite alliance 
from Poduilaeli, Roumania, stating that 
every Jewish building there has been de- 
etroyed and that a great many Jews and 
their wives and children have been injured. 
The peasants who attacked the place were 
incited by speeches delivered by a teacher 
belonging to one of the public schools, who 
urged the expulsion of all Jews from the 
farms and residences occupied by Jewish 
tenants. 

News was received here from Budapest this 
evening that the Twelfth Austrian army 
corps, which is stationed in Transylvania, has 
received orders to mobilize and be ready to 
march to the Roumanian frontier. 

The Austrian governmentis becoming more 
or less embarrassed by the increasing num- 
ber of fugitives from Moldavia who are seek- 
ing shelter in Austrian territory. 


Jassy in State of Siege. 

CZERNOWITZ, Austria, March 23.—A mer 
chant, who has arrived here from Jassy, 
Roumania, by way of Dorohol, says that the 
devastation wrought by the peasants is far 
more widespread than reported. 

For six Gays Jassy has been besieged by 
thousands of raiders. Every morn the com- 
mander of the troops tries in vain to nego- 
tiate for a settlement with the besiegers, but 
the latter will not budge until forced to do 
so by the arrival of additional troops. 

The residents fear that unless outside regi- 
ments are quickly brought in the local sol- 
diery. may join the peasants. 

From Panciu, district of Fokshanu, comes 
a report that the banks there have been pil- 
laged. Numbers of the Jews fled to Mara- 
shostie, but only to be driven out, many of 
their women and children being obliged to 
flee half dressed. 


Spreading Into Russia. 

KISHINEYV, Russia, March 23.—The agra- 
rian disorders in Roumania have incited a 
sympathetic movement on the Bessarabian 
side of the Pruth. The peasantry are in a 
ferment everywhere, and the villagers of 
Mindger have taken possession of a private 
estate. A detachment of Cossacks has been 
sent to Mindger from here.

All the government evidence in the trial of 
the Standard Oil company may be presented 
to the jury by the middle of this week. An 
evening session of court was held last night 
to dispose of technical proof and the iden- 
tification of ledger entries. 

The question of what defense Attorney 
John 8S. Miller and Moritz Rosenthal will be 
able to set up has already become an interest- 
ing oftfe to those attending the trial. They 
have managed to conceal their defense save 
in three instances and devoted most of their 
attention to picking flaws in the technical 
procedure, The three lines of defense are: 

Issues Not Affected. 

That the Chicago and Eastern Illinois rail- 
road had a published tariff of 6% cents be- 
tween Whiting, Ind., and East St. Louis, 
which was equivalent to the 6 cent rate grant- 
ed the defendant by the Alton. 

That a6 cent rate had been published by the 
Burlington, and while not filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission was nevertheless 
in force. 

That a rate of 17 cents existed between 
East St. Louis and Toledo, a point 300 miles 
farther east than Whiting, and that it would 
have been cheaper for the Standard company 
to have shipped oil to East St. Louis from its 
refinery in Ohio than adhered to the 18 cent 
rate from Whiting, which the government 
claims was violated. 

While these are points which will undoubt- 
ediy be brought out by the defense in the 
presentation of its case there is nothing in 
them which directly affects the issues in 
the present prosecution. Within the last 
few days the attorneys for the defense have 
interposed objection after objection to the 
steps In the government's cage, and no op- 
portunity by which a single count could be 
knocked out has been overlooked. The at- 
torneys jokingly say that each one of these 


means $20,000 to their client. 
J. H. Howard, auditor of car accounts for

PLAYS SOCIALIST CREED, 


EDUCATOR SAYS TEACHINGS ARE. 


TOWARD MOB RULE. 


Prof. Nicholas Murray Butler, Presi-«- 
dent of Columbia University, Tells 
California Studentsa That Propa- 
ganda Is Secking to Hradicate In- 
dividual Evils by Adding Them To- 
gether in the Hope the Dangers 
Will Thereby Be Canceled. 


Berkeley, Cal., March 23.—[Special.]—Pres- 
ident Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia 
university, in an address delivered tonight at 
the University of California, attacked the 
teachings of socialism. In part he said: 

“The socialist propoganda, never more 
seriously’ or more ably carried on than now, 
is an earnest and sincere attempt to escape 
from conditions that are burdensome and un- 
happy. Despite its most imperfect interpre- 
tations of the economic significance of his- 
tory and its ringing the changes on the mis- 
leading theory of class consciousness, this 
propaganda makes an appeal! to our favorable 
judgment because its proclaimed motive is 
to help the mass of mankind. No just man 
can quarrel with its aim, but few readers 
of history or human nature can approve its 
program. 

* What is it that socialism aims to accom- 
plish by restricting liberty in order to pro- 
mote cconomic equality? It seeks to accom- 
plish what it conceives to be a just economie 
and poHtical condition. 


Would Lead to Mob Rule. 


“At the bottom, and without special refer- 
ence to immediate concrete proposals, so- 
clalism would substitute for individual in- 
itiative the collective and the corporate re- 
sponsibility in matters relating to property 
and production, in the hope of thereby cor- 
recting and overcoming the evils which at- 
tach to an individualism run wild. 

“ But we must not lose sight of the fact 
that the corporate or collective responsi- 
bility which it would substitute for individual 
initiative is only such corporate or collective 
responsibility as a group of the same indl- 
viduals could exercise. 

“ Therefore, socialism is primarily an at- 
tempt to overcome men’s individual imper- 
fections by adding them together, in the hope 
that they will cancel each other. This isnot 
only bad mathematics byt worse psychology. 
In pursuing a formufa socialism fails to 
take account of the facts. Out of the people 
it would constitute a mob, forgetful that the 
mob leader is the most serious foe that the 
people have ever had to face. 


Urges Aristocracy of Intellect. 

“The Roman republic conquered every 
enemy but its own vices. With the warning 
written large across the page of history. 
what is the lesson of Rome for America? 
The United States is in sore need today of an 
aristocracy of intellect and service. Because 
such an aristocracy does not exist in the 
popular consciousness we are bending the 
knee in worship to the golden calf of money. 
The forfi of monarchy and its pomp offer a 
valuable foil to the worship of money for its 
own sake. A democracy must provide itself 
with a foil of its own, and none is better or 
more effective than an aristocracy of in- 
tellect and service recruited from every pa 
of our democratic life.” ‘

Sketch of His Career. 
Pobledonostseff’s enemies declared that his 
ruthlees fanaticisnt had broken up thousands 
of families, ruined countless men of the no- 


; blest character, and Criven untold thousands 
' into Siberian exile; that his long life had been 


devoted to working evil, unredeemed by one 


' single act of charity or nobflity; that his 
| hands were stained with the blood of mas- 


sacred Jews, knouted peasants, and blud- 
geoned students. 

W Nether these charges are true or fals*. oT 
partly true and partly false, Pobledonostseff 
was the most hated man in Russia. And yet 
his bitterest enemies testified to his sincerity 
and his absolute purity of character. Money 
never solled his hands. His name had never 
been connected with scandal, although his 
fierce Cenunciation of the immorality of men 
high in Russia's society stung like the bite 
of a ecorpion, and intensified the already 
burning hatred felt for him. 

How He Ruled Rulers. 


Pobiedonostseff was born in Moscow in 
1827, and from 1846 to 1905 he was a part of 
Russia's official Mfe. After completing his 
education in the higher law school of Rus- 
sia in 1846 he was appointed by Czar Nich- 
olas I. as an official of the senate. 
until 1865 he was professor of civil law at 
the Moscow university, and during these 


years he was the tutor of the czar's son, | 


Alexander. It was Pobiedonostseff's asso- 
clation with the czarowits for nearly ten 
years that gave hfm such an influence over 
the young man who afterwards became Alex- 
ander III., and also with Alexander II. In 
1868 he was created a senator, and in 1872 
a member of the imperial council. 

It was in these growing years of his career 
that Pobiedonostseff formulated his peculiar- 
ly Russian principles of political economy 
and instilled them into the minds and hearts 
of Alexander II., Alexander III., and Nich- 
olas II. The basis of his political creed was: 
“The czar alone rules. the church is om- 
nipotent, and the principle of the sovereignty 
of the people is the falsest of all doctrines.”’ 


Never Met a Defeat. 

Pob!edonostseff ruled Alexander IY. only 
intermittently. It was Pobiedonostseff who 
led the reactionary opposition to Alexander 
II.’s naturally liberal tendencies. Only once 
did a political enemy trfwmph over Pobie- 
donostseff. In the closing years of the reign 
of Alexander II. Loris Melikoff formulated 
a constitution and prevailed upon the czar 
to sign it. But Pobiedonostseff triumphed 
after all, for an assassin killed Alexander II. 
and his son, Alexander II..—the pupil of 
Pobiedonostseff—mounted the throne. Alex- 
ander III. tore up the constitution his father 
had signed ard inaugurated “ the terror ’”’ 
in Russia. In those awful years of flerce 
warfare between absolutism and nihilism— 
years in which thousands of Hberal Russians 
went to the scaffold, to prison, or to Siberia— 
Pobiedonostseff was the power behind the 
throne. 

The czar ruled Russia, but Pobiedonostseff 
ruled the czar. The czar made him procura- 
tor of the holy synod and thereafter Pobie- 
donostseff ruled the church as well as the 
ezar. His reign continued until Alexander 
III. died and the present czar, Nicholas II., 
mounted the throne. 


Overruled Czar’s Decrees. 

Nicholas KL. is a man of natural liberal ten- 
dencies, but he had been held secure in a 
strait jacket of absolutism put'upon him by 
the reactionary party—the grand dukes, the 
chiefs of the bureaucracy—of whom Pobie- 
donostseff was the ruling spirit. Nicholas 
II, decreed the end of exile to Siberia for 
political crimes—and Pobiedonostseff nulli- 
fied the decree by his influence over the 
bureaucratic chiefs, to whom the enforce- 
ment of the decree was intrusted. The czar 
decreed more privileges for the zemstvos— 
and Pobiedonostseff's influence prevented the 
decree from going into effect. Nicholas IT. 
promised the people wider Ifbarties, and the 
same day he signed a ukase, said to have 
been written by Pobiedonostseff, who arose 
from. @ sick bed to go to’ the palace at mid- 
night, nullifying everything he had promised.

DR. GEORGE KREIGER TAKES BOY 


SECOND TIME FROM MOTHER. 


Divorce Proceedings of Former Chi- 
eago Physician and Wife Result- 
ing in Flight to Germany Have 
Sequel—Lad Is Given to Mrs. Me- 
Donald, but Ise Stelen After a Short 
Stay with Her—Court Order Broken 
by Doctor’s Agents. 


The second kidnaping of Eddy Kreiger by 
his father, Dr. George Kreiger, at/Groosfiott- 
beck, a suburb of Hamburg, is the latest de- 
velopment in the/| divorce quarrel between 
Dr. Kreiger and his wife, according to advices 
from Berlin, Germany. The first kidnaping 
occurred in Chicago after the boy had been 
given into the custody of the mother. Dr 
Kreiger took the boy ostensibly for a trip to 
Cedar Lake. Instead he went to Germany, 
where, under a later order of court, he was 
immune. 

The advices from Berlin state that the boy 
had been given into the custody of the mother 
for a second time upon her application to a 
German court. It is said he was playing 
about a garden at his mother’s house when 
he was taken by two masked mén, thought 
to be in the employ of Kreiger, and spirited 
away. It is believed the boy has been taken 
to Hamburg. 


Recalls Old Divorce Case. 

The report recalls the former kidnaping 
and the divorce proceedings which made it 
possible for the father to obtain the child 
and later to hold him legally in spite of a 
previous injunction and order giving Mrs. 
Krieger the custody of the boy. 

Dr, Krieger was formerly proféssor in the 
Harvey Medical college and a practitioner of 
South Chicago. He was of a German family, 
and married Miss Emily Bert, daughter of 
Dr. Edward Bert, 3442 Vernon avenue, a 
Chicago physician. 

In the spring of 1903 Mrs. Krieger left her 
husband, taking the boy to her parents’ resi- 
dence and subsequently filing a pétition fora 
divorce. According to an order of the court 
she was given custody of the child. but the 
father was given permission to s¢e him. One 
day in the early part of July Dr. Krieger 
ecallea at the Bert residence and requested 
that he be allowed to take Eddie for a drive. 

The request was granted. When the two 
did not return in the evening Mrs. Krieger 
became alarmed, but her apprehensions were 
relieved upon the receipt of a letter from Dr. 
Krieger that he had taken the boy with him 
upon a short vacation trip to Cedar Lake. 
For several days thereafter Mrs. Krieger re- 
ceived postal cards, presumably from Cedar 
Lake and in the doctor's handwriting. When 
the two did not return she began investiga- 
tions and learned that they had departed for 
Germany and that the postals had been pre- 
pared beforehand and mailed by a confed- 


erate. 
Order Given; Is Revoked. 


An order was issued by the court for the 
return of the boy to the mother and she was 
granted a decree of divorce and the custody 
of the child by Judge Windes. Dr. Krieger 
appealed from the decision of the court 
through his attorney and on May 29, 1905, 
Judges Adams, Bell, and Brown of the Ap- 
pellate court decided that the decree was 
not rightly issued and restored Mrs. Krieger 
to the status of a married woman. This in- 
validated the injunction and at the same 
time Dr. Krieger was outside of the jurisdic- 
ee 


tion of the court in subsequent legal pro- 
cedure. , 

Some time later a second suit for eepa- 
ration was brought by Mrs. Krieger and she 
was granted a decree. Later she married a 
Dr. MacDonald and departed for Germany 
to obtain possession of the boy. 

She arrived in Hamburg on March 13 and 
was given her son after some resistance last 
Wednesday. She took the boy to Groosflott- 
beck and rented rooms in the villa Roehlich, 
It was in the garden of the villa the kidnap- 
ing occurred. 


ROOSEVELT AIDS IN BOY HUNT. 


Tells H. N. Marvin of Dover, Del., Post- 
office Department Will Give As- 
sistance Asked For. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—President 
Roosevelt has addressed a letter to H. N. 
Marvin of Dover, Del., pledging the aid of 
the postoffice department in the search for 
his 4 year old son who wes kidnaped three 
weeks ago. Mr. Marvin wrote the president 
asking that postmasters be allowed to post 
notices regarding the lost child. 


Boy Seen in England. 

’ PORTSMOUTH, Eng., March 23.—Inquiries 
made here today confirm the statement tele- 
graphed from Washington last night that the 
American consular agent here, John Main, 
and the local police wére in receipt of infor- 
mation which they hope may lead to the re- 
covery of the kidnaped 4 year old son of Dr. 
Horace N. Marvin of Delaware. 

A boy answering young Marvin's descrip- 
tion in every detail was seen here March 1), 
but since has disappeared. 

Private detectives and Scotland Yard men, 
as well as the local police, are searching for 


the boy.

BIG STRIKE VOTE 
BY RAILWAY MEN. 


Proposition to Reject General 
Managers’ Offer Carries 
by Great Majority. 


CRISIS MAY BE AVERTED.

) Farther Conference with Officials 


of Western Lines Likely 
to Be Held. 


— 


The vote for a strike on all the western 
railroads has been carried by a majority of 
nearly ®5 per cent. This estimate was given 
yesterday by committees who reached the city 
in advanee cf the general conference of con- 
ductors and trainmen, which will be held 
todey at the Sherman house. 

About 1 of the 200 railroad employés 
who will take part in the conference arrived 
before midnight, and the others, together 
with Grand Master Morrissey of the train- 
men’s brotherhocd and Grand Chief Garret- 
scn of the conductors’ order, are expected 
this morning. These men will recanvars the 
vote and make an official announcement of 
the result probably tomorrow. 

There remains one chance that the impend- 
ing strike will be averted, Officials repre- 
senting forty railroad systems from Chicago 
to the Pacific coast will confer tomorrow 
afternoon. It is expected they will recrive 
a request for a conference from the employés 
and that it will be granted. 


Better Offer Is Hoped For. 


The situation at present means that un- 
less the roads see fit to make the men a bet- 
ter offer some radical action will be taken. 
The matter now rests in the hands of the 
grand lodges of the two brotherhoods. If

The practically unanimous rejection by the 
men of the railroads’ present proposition, 
which carries with it an increase in wages of 
about 8 per cent, is believed to have the effect 
of forcing their officers into a radical posi- 
tion. It is said the officers will not dare to 
recommend another vote, unlesg the railroad 
companies make a better offer. 

Several members of the employés’ commit- 
tee seem to think the roads will come forward 
with @ compromise offer, which will give the 
men about 10 per cent advance in pay. In 
that case, the outlook for a peaceable solu- 
tion of the problem would be favorable. 


Result of Vote a Surprise. 


There was general surprise regarding the 
result of the strike vote. On several sys- 
tems, it is said, the employés were almost 
unanimous in their disapproval of the roads’ 
wage proposal. Out of 4,000 train service 
employés on the Northwestern road it is said 
less than 50 voted to accept the 8 per cent 
increase which the company tendered. 

The general managers of the railroads are 
not worrying over the situation, although 
they admit it to be acute. They express 
the hope that some way will be found out 
of the difficulty. The tMuble ir that nefther 
side is Willing to make concessions because 
of the fact that the action might be con- 
strued as a sign of weakness. 

In the last event the managers are pre- 
pared to offer ‘arbitration again. Either 
the interstate commerce commission or one 
selected by President Roosevelt or a board 
to be chosen by the men and the railroads 
probably would be acceptable in case it is 
ge to settle the matter in this man-

Charged with attempting to run down and 
kill a mounted policeman on State street, 
A. J. Edmunds, 20 years old, a chauffeur, 
was arrested yesterday afternoon after a 
chase through crowded streets. Hundreds 
of shoppers on Btate street were terror 
stricken by the auto driver's actions, 

Edmunds ig in the employ of the real estate 
firm of Oliver & Co., 110 Dearborn street. 
While driving his machine near State and 
Monroe streets the door of the auto swung 
open and was smashed against a passing 
truck. Almost at the same instant Edmunds 
crashed into the side of another automobile, 
damaging it slightly. 

Mounted Policeman Robert Cline of Cen- 
tral station was attracted by the confusion. 
He says Edmunds was in an ugly mood and 
seemed desirous of doing damage to maké up 
for that his automobile had suffered. 


Says Driver Swore at Him. 
“When I told Edmunds to pick up the 
glass so that other autos would not suffer 
cut tires, he swore,” said Policeman Cline. 
‘‘When I told tum toistop he became angry 
and viciously lurched his automobile at my 
horse. I wes cantering along just in front 
of him at the time. A second time I guided 
my horse near his auto and demanded that 
he stop. He again made an attempt to run 
me down, pouring out a volly of threats to 
kill me,"’ 

Edmunds swung around the eorner at Mon- 
roe street and drove his auto east at a high 
rate of speed. He probably would have evad- 
ed the policeman who followed him had it not 
been for a number of wagons that blocked the 
way before he could reach Miohigen avenye. 
Policeman Cline followed, and, with the as- 
sistance of two crossing policemen, took 
charge of Edmunds and his automobile. The 
chauffeur was taken to the Harrison street 
police station and arrested, charged with 
attempt to murder.

Decision Fils the Bill. 


It is a curious decision, but Inasmuch as 
ft fills the bill no one except the ultra labor 
leaders is liable to scrutinize it too closely.

No amount of assistance will compel the com- 
ing of any considerable number of laborers 
unless it looks like a profitable investment 
to them. 

Up to the South Now. 

It is therefore up tothe south now to secure 
the supply of labor for which it has lan- 
guished so long. There is no possible doubt 
that the natural advantages of that section 


} of the country have been more néglected 


than those in any other part of the union.

ymaking. There was less perhaps of what 


Joseph H. Choate, in opening the “inter 
national love feast” described as “hands 
across the’ sea” oratory, than is usually 
heard at a Pilgrim dinner and a tendency te 
pay personal tributes ta the statesman- 
author, who. many. years ago made the ao 
quajntance of Americans and candidly set 


forth his impressions in print 

In proposing the health of the ambassador, 
Mr. Choate said among other things: 

‘Tf it be the supreme fitness of an am- 
bassador, as Machiavelli seemed to think, to 
understand thoroughly and equally well the 
peeple from whom he comes and the people to 
whom he is sent, no man was ever more 
happily cheoeen. Nearly ascore of years have 
passed since he gave to the world his book 
about America. He will now find many great 
changes, some startling developments. Some 
of his predictions have been falsified, but 
most of them strikingly verified. Some of 
the perils which he foresaw for us in @ more 
distant future are already upon us. In our 
hopes ané apprehensions alike we shall be 
sure ‘always of his constant sympathy. Let 
us hope that he may long remain with us.” 

Bryce Brings a Message. 

After returning thanks to the Pilgrims Mr. 
Bryce said: 

‘I take your welcome here tonight, and 
the countless signs of good will-I have had 
from so many quarters, to be due to your 
knowing that I come ag a messenger of 
friendship from the old country to the new, 
and your belief that such a meseage is the 
one which I personally desire above all 
things to deliver. I trust that you will take 
it to be the true, deep, and real sentiment 
of the British people. 

* The friendship of which I speak is not the 
official and diplomatic sort of friendship, 
although that most happily exists. I am 
speaking of something better etill and far 
deeper> of something which does not rest 
upon formal documents and political com- 
binations; something which is felt not 
only by t king and the government but 
also. by millions to whom those documents 
and combinations are unknown. 


British Respect for America, 


* The British people have, quite apart from 
the state or the government, an interest in 
and a feeling of brotherhood for the Amer- 
ican people, which is by far their strongest 
feeling, as a nation next to their patriotism 
for the British empire. I do not forget 
your people are not wholly of English, Scot- 
tish, and Irish origin. Many streams of 
population have flowed in, many stocks have 
gone to the making of your nation. And you 
have -gained, as we, too, have from time to 
time gained by these diverse elements. 

“It is not race only that links you and us 
together; it is the language that that grew

** Nor it this all. There are in the masses

Europe; to Germany, go rich in the treasures 
of thought and learning.” 

Turns Laugh on Bryce. 

Gov. Charles E. Hughes created some 
amusement by quoting from the “American 
Commonwealth ’’ what the ambassador had 
written of state executives. 

“ There are no flattering lines for the gOV- 
ernor in the ‘American Commonwealth,’ ”’ 
he said. ‘‘ The state executive, according to 
it, ‘has little to do’ and ‘comparatively 
small sums to handle.’ ‘ Legislation,’ it is

Pioneer Editor. 


Frederick Driscoll. 


Frederick Driscoll, 73 years old, industrial 

commissioner of the’ American Newspaper 
Publishers’ association, died at his residence, 
1682 Irving Park boulevard, yesterday after 
an illness of several weeks. Mr. Driscoll was 
the founder’ of the Pioneer Press of St. Paul 
and for many years was one of the leading 
newspaper men of the northwest. 
_He was born in Boston, Maas., and after 
his graduation from Groton academy .spent 
@ year or two in Iowa and other western 
etates before finally locating, in 1858, at 
Belle Plaine, Minn., where he started the 
Scott County Gazette. He was a member 
of the etate legislature during the Lincoln 
campaign. 

An uprising of Indians in 1864 caused his 
removal to St. Paul, where he started the St. 
Paul Daily Union, Jater merged into the 
St. Paul sress andstill later into the Pioneer- 
Press. He gave up the active management 
of this journal six years ago, when he was 
made commissioner for the American News- 
paper Publishers’ association and removed 
to Chicago. His duties in that office were 
those of a diplomat, his business being the 
conduct of negotiations between the news- 
papers and the labor unions. 

He is survived by a widow and three sona, 
Frederick Driscoll Jr., now in London, Dng., 
and Arthur B. Driscoll and Walter J. Dris~ 
coll of St. Paul. The body will be taken to 
St. Paul for interment.

SAYS HE IS A MARTYR. 


Counsel’ Claims He Was Put 


on Trial to Convict 
Negroes. 
‘ 7 
San Antonio, Tex., March 23.—[Special.J— 
Maj. C. W. Penrose of the Twenty-fifth in- 


fantry was today acquitted of the charge of 
neglect of duty, preferred against him at the 


Instance of President Roosevelt for alleged 
. misconduct in conection with the “ shooting 


up” of Brownsville, Tex., by negro soldiers 


' of the Twenty-fifth infantry last August. 


The trial, which lasted for seven weeks, was 


closed with brief arguments by counsel. 
Gol. Glerin, counsel for Maj. Penrose, de- 


| clared it had not been proved that the negro 
' goldiers did the shooting, that the official 
. reports of Maj. Blockson, Col. Lovering, and 
| Gen. Garlinton did not contain a scintilla of 
proof to that effect, and that none had been 


brought out in this trial. Col. Glenn was 


severe in his criticism of the manner in which 
| the Purdy report was secured. 


Guilt of Negroes Not Proved. 

“The sole object of the report was to 
prove the guilt of the negro soldiers,’’ he 
said, ‘“‘and in it fact and fancy are mixed 
so badly they cannot be separated. The up- 
shot of the whole thing was that somebody 
had to be tried and they picked this accused 
and: one other officer for that ordeal.”’ 

It required but three houre after the argu- 
ments were presented for the court to bring 
in a report embodying their findings on the 
various specifications in the charges. The 
findings were unanimously for acquittal. 
The court did not attempt to review the évi- 
dence submitted, which makes a bulk of 3,000 
typewritten pages. Announcement of the 
result of the trial is considered remarkable 
and is thought to have been authorized by the 
war department, as the usual course is to 
tranemit the findings to Washington and 
alow the announcement to be made there. 


Penrose Refuses to Talk. 

Maj. Penrose declined tonight to say any- 
thing of the matter other than that he will 
go in a few days to Washington to testify 
before the senate committee in the Browns- 
ville matter. There is some excitement in 
the city over the result of the court-martial, 
and many harsh things are being gaid by peo- 
ple here in Brownsville, who seem to be- 
lieve that another decision should have been 
reached. 

Tt is said at Fort Sam Houston that the re- 
gult in the Penrose trial probably will cause 
a withdrawal of the charges against Capt. 
Edgar A. Macklin which were to have been 
presented to a court-martial immediately fol- 
lowing the termination of the Penrose case. 


Vindication for Capt. Koehler. 

Leavenworth, Kas., March 28.—[S8pectal.}— 
Despite the harsh criticiam of President 
Roosevelt, army officers here generally re- 
gard the acquittal of Capt. Lewis M. Koehler 
as not only a complete vindication for him 
but a condemnation of Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood. 

It is the general opinion that Gen. Wood 
himself should ask for a court martial. Capt. 
Koehler preferred certain charges against 
him Gen. Wood's response was an order for 
Capt. Koehler’s court martial. The first 
court martial found the captain guilty. He 
appealed and the second court martial ac- 
quitted him.°

DEARBORN STATION LOSES 
FIGHT FOR FRISCO TRAINS. 


United States Court Dismisses for Want 
of Equity Bill to Compe! Eastern Illi- 
nois Road to Use Old Terminal. 


The bill to restrain’ the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinols railroad from removing its train 
service from the Dearborn station to the La 
Salle Street station and to collect pay for the 
use of certain tracks between Chicago and 
Dolton, a distance of seventeen miles, was 
dismissed yesterday in the United States 
Circuit coutTt by Judge Seaman for want of 
equity. Thus ended the litigation begun two 
years ago to compel the Eastern Iinois to 
resume the operation of its trains from Dear- 
born station. 

The lease under which sult was brought 
was entered into May 9, 1879, between the 
Chicago and Western Indiana and the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illfmois and was to extend 
for 999 years, and until two years ago the 
i\rains of the latter company were operated 
under the provisions of the leage. 

In 1902 the Frisco| company purchaszed a 
controlling interest PM the Eastern Illinois. 
which was later transferred to the Rock 
Island company, which continues to hold 
such interest. The Rock Island is a large 
owner in the terminals of the La Saile Sireet 
station and two years ago the train service 
was moved to thai station. 

After two years of constant service be- 
tween Chicago and Jérsey City, via the Erie, 
the only steel railway mail car in operation 
has been pionounced ‘a success and more will 
be put in service as soon as they can be built. 

The special train between St. Louls and 
the City of Mexico will make its last run of 
the season, leaving Si; Lou.s March 29, going 
south, and leaving the City of Mexico April 
8 on the return trip.

RICH DERBY WON 
BY MONTGOMERY. 


In Sparkling Race Chinn Colt 
Beats Field in Crescent 
City Classic. 


TEMACEO RUNS SECOND. 


Gargantua Loses the Place by a 
Head; Yankee Girl Knocked 
Out by Interference. 


New Orleans; La., March 23.—[Special.]— 
After a race that was sparkling with interest 
from start to finish Chinn & §Forsythe’s 
Pessara—Montgomery Cooper colt Montgom- 
ery won the rich Crescent City Derby at the 
Fair Grounds this afternoon. Closely 
bunched hehind him came a field of the best 
colts in training here, and one gallant filly, 
the Derby winner Yankee Girl, failed to earn 
a place among the first three solely because 
she met with unavoidable interference when 
she made. her challenge. 

Second at the finish and fighting hard for 
the position was the California derby winner, 
Temaceo, which ran a find race to get up 
at the finish. The third horse was Gold- 
blatt’s maiden, Gargantua, which was a 
head back of Temaceo. 

More perfect conditions for the running of 
the Derby could not have been made to order. 
The brightest of summer suns shone, the 
track was at its best, and the crowd that 
turned out to see it was one of the most bril- 
liant that ever graced a racing occasion in 
the far south. %& 


Big Crowd Sees the Race. 


This was the first Derby day in several 
years that the weather permitted of costume 
display, and the fair sex particularly took ad- 
vantage of the conditions to show their 
smartest spring finery. The infield at the 
Fair Grounds literally was crowded with 
equipages of all descriptions. The street 
car accommodations were totally inadequate 
to handle the crowd, which numbered 
close to 12,000 people. 

Aceording to expectations, Montgomery was 
favorite in the betting, but he was offered at 
the good price of 5 to 2, with Yankee Gir] sec- 
ond in demand. Sir Toddington was third 
choice, with Tileing and Temaceo ranking 
next in order. : 

Sir Toddington was the natural pacemaker. 
Nicol had the mount and ,following inetruc- 
tions, sent his mount to the front in the first 
few strides. Montgomery broke in front, but 
being slow to begin was considerably crowd- 
ed in the run tothe firstturn. Rounding this, 
however, he got clear and at the six furlong 
post was in third position, rating head and 
head with Morales. Sir Toddington kept a 
lead of from one to two lengths in sprinting 
down the backstretch. Close upon the heels 
of Montgomery and Morales were Tileing and 
Yankee Girl, while Temaceo was laboring 
along further back with his jockey hard at 
work in the effort to keep him within strik- 
ing distance. 

Coming to the stretch turn Montgomery 
began to wear down Sir Toddington’s lead. 
Schilling took the gafe way by going to the 
outside, and, making his move gradually, 
was on almost even terms with the leader 
when they straightened out In the stretch. 
At the end of the mile, which was a furlong 
from .the finish, Montgomery was half a 
length in front, and the cry of “ Montgom- 
ery!’’ went up from the stand. 

In that last trying furlong Montgomery 
showed his superlcrity. At the beginning 
of it his rider drew his whip and adminis- 
tered a few lashes, but after that he was 
kindly handled and with nothing harder 
than stout hands was sent on to his vic- 
tory, crossing ‘the finish line a length in 
front. The next three were grouped to- 
gether, heads apart, and fighting bravely 
for the lesser ends of the purse. 


Yankee Girl Has Hard Luck. 
Temaceo, after a hard run, coming from 
behind and running on the outside of the 
field, lasted it out for the place when Gargan- 
tua came with a rush tn the closing strides. 
Yankee Girl was fourth. That she might 
have been second, and a close second, was 
judged from her running. In all the early 
running she had a good postion, but in turn- 
ing into the stretch Mountain found an open- 
ing on the inside and sent her to it. That 
move cost him a place among the first three. 
The filly was responding gamely to the call 
of her rider when those fn front closed in to 
crowd her almost agairet the fence, and in 
such close quarters both horse and rider 
practically were helpless. 

Two lengths back was Pink Star, a head in 
front of the tired Sir Toddington, which had 
collapsed completely after the mile was run, 
with the other three strung out behind. 

Whatever thought Burlew had of starting 
Judge Post in the Derby was put aside when 
shortly’ after noon the colt was taken with a 
violent attack of colic and fell to the floor of 
his stall, dangerously sick. Robert Tucker 
left tonight for Memphis. The horses of the 
stables will be shipped in the early part of 
the next week, and, after a short rest at 
Memphis, will be sent to Louisville, where 
Tucker will take up the training of his ex- 
tensive string at Churchill Downs.

“ How’s the arm?’ I inquired, after he 
had informed me of his new engagement, 

“ Fine—finer’n silk. Never better. Zip, 
sip, zip—like a bullet.” 

* But you couldn't heave ’em over fif- 
teen years ago?’ I remarked with an in- 
quiring inflection. 

“ That's true,’’ he admitted. ‘“‘ But the 
Arctic league ig the place for the guys 
with bad arms. When I went up there 
mine was 6o bad I wes afraid it would fall 
off. Lote of times when I heaved 'em 
across I expected to see the first baseman 
catch my hand But it’s all right now.” 

**How do you account for it?” 

“ Simplest thing in the world It’s the 
climate. Ball players make a mistake in 
hunting for warm climates when their 
arm goes. They ought to get the coldest 
possible. Now, mine was in the last 
throes of putrefaction. I simply took it 
north and put it in cold storage, froze it 
up hard—and it's as good as new, although

“Funny things come off up there in our 
league,”’ added Tommy, after he had 
hoisted in another one.

RECORD CUE WORK IN LONDON. 


Oldham Runs 4,593 with Unfinished 
Anchor Stroke Break in Match 
with Weiss.

LONDON, March 23.—What will rank as 

one of the most extraordinary billiard 
matches ever played was brought to an end 
tonight when Reece Oldham, professional, 
beat the Australian champion, F. H. Weiss, 
by 4,185 points In a game of 7,000 points up, 
running out with an unfinished anchor stroke 
break of 4,593. 

This break beats all records, even Bealls’ 
8,304, all in, and 2,539, made by the Amer- 
ican champion Ives when playing John 
Roberts fourteen years ago. It only took 
Reece ninety-seven minutes to run up his 
huge score and his opponent never handled 
a cue after Wednesday evening. 

Owing to the conditions under which Reece 
and Weiss played their match, the ball bein 
spotted after each break, Reece's effort wil 
not be officially recognized. Lovejoy also 
made the huge score of 2,257, unfinished, to- 
night, against Bindar. This latter will rank 

the official hor stroke record.

Outlook at Providence Poor. 

Some weeks ago, when it was stated In 
this column that the prospects ior a trotting 
meeting at Providence, R. I., this year were 
dubious, exceptions to that position were 
taken by an eastern turf paper, which an- 
nounced that Mr. Perkins, owner of the 
track, would give a grand circuit, no matter 
what happened in the way of enforcement of 
the betting laws. 

But the matter will eventuate exactly as 
I predicted, and even the turf papers are ad- 
mitting that Narragansett park will not be 
on the map this year. The political fight be~- 
tween Gov. Higgins and a certain element in 
hig party has reached a point where it isa 
sure thing that,-no matter how friendly the 
executive might be to harness racing, it 
would be beyond his power to allow any 
meeting with a betting attachment to be 
pulled off. The abandonment of the Provi- 
dence races will mean a considerable loss to 
grand circuit horsemen, as they will have 
practically an idle week between Bostonand 
Hartford. - One result of the present compli- 
cation will be that certain stables usually 
seen on the grand circuit may conclude to go 
no farther east than Clevelandor Buffalo, as 
there is no great chance of betting being al- 
lowed at Boston, and with Providence on the 
retired list the Hartford meeting does not 
look good to western horsemen, to whom the 
expense of shipping to New England for twe 
one without betting, would be @ 
handicap not easily overcome. 


Clear Field for Columbus. 

The Detroit meeting will be held on the 
state fair track, according to the latest in- 
formation, and the M. and M. and Chamber 
of Commerce purses will be given as usual. 
Cleveland will give a meeting sans betting, 
but unless there is a:change in public senti- 
ment before 1908 the chances are the Glen- 
ville track will be cut up into building lots. 
Cincinnati is also off the Ohio trotting map, 
the track there being wanted for other pur- 
poses than racing, and this leaves Columbus 
with.a clear field for one of the best two 
weeks’ meetings ever seen. The Columbus 
management is up to date in every particular 
of the racing game, the track is one of the 
fastest in the land, and the prograrh already 
outlined will give about every trotter and 
pacer in training next fall a chance to go 
out forthe money. JLexington and Colambus 
will undoubtedly give the best trotting meet- 
ings of 1907, the Great Western circuit com- 
ing second, while in the east the sport will 
languish. There is no talk of a meeting at 
the Empire City track this year, the owner 
of that plant, James Butler, being up to his 
ears in a fight with the Eastern Jockey club 
over the question of a running meeting over 
the course. His latest move is an applica- 
tion. fer a mandamus to compe! the State 
Racing commission.to give him dates fora 
running meeting, something that body has 
refused to do for the last three years. Mr. 
Butler takes the view that the turf organiza- 
tion is playing favorites, and charges as much 
in the documents filed by his attorney. People 
who have watched the moves in the running 
horse game around New York City have no 
occasion to doubt the truth of this conten- 
tion.

Slump in Material Due to Falling Of 
of Sport Caused by Game Being 
Stopped in Many States—Big De- 
mands Now Made by the Few First 
Class Men—Line on Jack Palmer’s 
Ability to Be Gained on Tuesday, 
When He Fights “Twin” Sullivan.

Neill, “ Young” Peter Jackson, Jack 
O’Brien,.and a horde of others.

Joe Bern- 
stein, Dave Sullivan, and a bunch of others. 

There always was a scarcity tn the bantam- 
weight market, but at that we could put 
our handson such known good ones as Jimmy 
Barry, Casper Leon, Harry Forbes. Johnny 
Ritchie, Bill Smith, Eddie Svrague, Dan 
Dougherty, Tommy Feltz. Johnny Kelly, 
Frankie Neil, and a number of leseer lights.

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Looking the flel4 over today we find, among 
the heavyweights Tommy Burrs, Jack 
O'Brien. Mike Schreck. John Wille, Al 
Kaufmann, and Marvin Hart.

The light 
heavyweight division seems to have been 
wiped out, as Jack O’Brien has not been 
asked to defend the title he won from Bob 
Fitzsimmons on Dec. 20. 1905. In the mid- 
dlewelght class we have three known good 
men, Tommy xayan, Hugo Kelly, and Joe 
Thomas, with Jack “ Twin” Sullivan a 
doubtful member. as he fights in the two 
classes. light heavy and middle.

Mon- 
tana, Washington, and in the cities of Chi- 
cago and San Francisco. Promoters in the 
last named city are preparing for a reopening 
of the sport, which will help some.

the foul was committed. This, of course, 
Palmer denies, so his fight with Sullivan, win, 
or lose, will give us a line on Moir. Should 
he win from the big “ Twin ™ he will be of- 
fered matches with some of our heavy-

Palmer is the first English heavyweight of 
note to take part in a fiatic contest in thie 
country since Charley Mitchell bumped 
against Jim Corbett at Jacksonville, Fla., 
thirteen years ago last January.

The Delmont- 
Moran contest is for the bantamweight cham- 
pionship, and Is slated to take place before the 
National Sporting club on April 22. Lang- 
ford failed to get on with Moir, but secured 
a match with “ Tiger ’’ Smith, who recently 
lost to “Gunner.”

WAR OVER IDOL 100 YEARS 


WORSHIP SUIT CENTURY OLD. 


Difficulties Attending Freedom of Re- 
ligion Accorded by England to In- 
dian Reflected in Suit Decided Aft- 
er a Century’s Feud and Litigation 
—Fear Expressed Decision May Act 
as Match to Train of Gunpowder 
and Start Caste War.

LONDON, March 28.—One of the secrets 

of the success of British rule In India, where 
there are religious sects innumerable, has 
been freedom to worship as you please, 
though it.is true missions abound both in 
British and Américah; which try to Chris- 
tianize the.land, but there ie no undue inter- 
ference with either the Hindoo or Mohamme- 
dan. 

This worship as you please principle, how- 
ever, is not in uently the cause of bitter 
feuds between different sects of religionists. 
One of them haa had to be decided by the 
judicial committee of the privy council in 
London this week, though it remains to be 
seen whether the decision doesn’t result inan 
even more bitter enmity between the rival 
religionists before long. 

The trouble was all about an Jdol and the 
right of one sect to wo:-hip it in a certain 


‘place which was denied them by the other. 


The trial was the outcome of a long stand- 
ing feud between the Vadagalais and Ten- 
galais, two sects of Vaishnava Brahmins 
residing in the village of South Arcot, in 
the Madras presidency, The village containg 
the ancient Vaishnava temple dedicated to 
Devanayaka Spami. Annexed to it ig the 
shrine of a saint named Vedanta Desika, who 
is held in great veneration by the Vada- 
galeis, and then Tengalais, on the other hand, 
worship of the saint is said to belong more 
to modern times. 


Suit Started 100 Years Ago. 


As far back as 1807 the Tengalais sued the 
Vadagalais for damages, having prevented 
them from placing the image of their saint 
In the temple. The suit was dismiseed and 
the idol which the Tengalais had set up was 
removed by order of the court. The Ten- 
galais subsequently set up the image of their 
gaint in a private house and began to hold 
processions through the streets in ite honor. 
The Vadagalais brought suit against the 
Tengalais, complaining of their having pub- 
licly worshipped the saint and carried the 
idol in the procession through the streets, al- 
leging that the streets traversed were at- 
tached to the temple and that the worship of 
the Tangalai saint was contrary to estab- 
lished custom, 

Questions were then addressed to Hindoo 
pundits or kearned men which appeared to 
be based not so much on legal grounds as on 
precepts relating to ritual and ceremonial. 
The court ordered that the service which the 
Tangalais had established should be dis- 
continued and awarded damages to'the Va- 
dagalais. Appeal followed appeal and the 
feud continued with varying results till 1886, 
when a magistrate in the court of Sudder 
Adawlut decided against public worship of 
the Tengalai idol, but later on thig wag re- 
vised by the civil courts in Madras. 


Decision May Increase Trouble. 


Then the Vadagalais in their anger decided 
to carry the case for a decision before the 
English court, and the privy council decided 
there was not a trace of any evidence to show 
that the yillage at any time was the private 
property of the Vadagalais. The streets were 
public streets and all members of the public 
had equal rights to them.: 

So after a hundred years of strenuous 
wordy war the despised Tengalais have 
won, but one wonders whether the members 
of the privy council realize how they have, 
as it were, set a torch to a train of gunpow- 
der. It will be surprising if the feud does 
not break out later ip a much more serious 


form.

Contributors to Paria Paper Say That 
America Shouldn’t Throw Stones 
Till It Gets Out of Its Own Glass 
House—Record of 11,000 Murders 
in a Year in United States Text 
for Loyal Frenchman’s Outburst of 
Indignation.

PARIS, March 23.—The cable story recent- 

ly telling of the death of Mile. Leclerc, who 
left a iortune “to raise the low moral tone 
of her native country, France,’’ has prompt- 
ed a contribution to a Paris newspaper which 
says in part: 

“It is evident the poor lady lived so long 
out of her native country that she knows 
nothing about it or its habits or morals. Is 
it not likely that in her long stay in New 
York the good woman became imbued with 
all those ridiculous and false notions about 
the morality of the French nation which are 
so prevalent among ignorant, conceited 
Yankees, who are blind to their own im- 
morality. I lived ten years in New York, and 
I say that a nation which shows a larger 
percentage of crime than any other civilized 
nation (11,000 murders a year), which has no 
originality except that which {ft steals from 
Europe, including even phonographs, and 
which, finally, is so poor in literature that 
it has not even been able to invent a language 
of its own, but is obliged to put up witha 
kind of bastard English, is not a country that 
can set itself up to teach morals to other 
nations,”’ 

American Defenders Wade In. 

This contribution set the ball rolling, and 
“E Pluribus Unum” soon sent a contribu- 
tion from Palermo, Sicily. The original sub- 
ject, Miss Leclerc, was ignored, but she made 
the counter charge that Europe takes credit 
for telegraphy, telephones, ocean cables, 
sewing machines, typewriters, photography, 
plumbing, elevators, weather forecasting, 
steam and gas engines, screw propellers, 
electricity, including lights, all forms of ma- 
chinery, and the development of railroads 
and their operation, with a thousand other 
things of a similar character, not to mention 
watchmaking and shoe mechinery, that hes 
been in use for years in America. 

Then another reader sailed in over the sig- 
nature of “ Antibounce,” and seid “E Plu- 
ribus "’ waa claiming the earth, adding: ‘It 
makes one smile to see his list claiming rail- 
roads, steam and gas engines, telegraphy, 
and telephones as United States discoveries. 
All of these of course sail from England. Pho- 
tography was invented by Duguerre, a 
Frenchman; the screw propeller hy Sauvage, 
elso a4 Frenchman. France, moreover, gave 
us gas and lighting. Electric Mghting cer- 
tainly was not discovered in the States. Ed- 
ison did nothing but improve it. I cannot 
think of any great difcovery coming from the 
United States.” 


Cites American Inventions. 

Finally comes a letter signed ‘‘ Rain mM the 
Face,"’ dated Liege, Belgium. Rain agrees 
with “ E Phuribus.””

| ENGLISH NAVY MAY TAKE RADI- 
CAL NEW DEPARTURE. 


In Order to Enable Effective Mount- 
ing of Big Guns They Must Be 
Placed $0 as toe Fire on Cfither 
Broadsid®—This Means Doom of 
Steam Engines Because Funnels 
Must Be Done Away With—Prob- 
lem Already Solved.

LONDON, March 28.—The battleship of 

the future is to be a strangely weird look- 
ing craft if designs which have been worked 
out prove practicable. The Institytion of 
Naval Architects has been holding a confer- 
ence in London this week, and one of, if not 
the most important, paper read and dis- 
cussed was one which dealt with “ the infiu- 
ence of machinery on the gun power of the 
modern warship,’’ and showed that if the 
large guns are to be effectively mounted 
they must all be placed so as to fire on either 
broadside, 

In the Dreadnought of the ten twelve inch 
guns only eight can fire on either broad- 
side. To enable all ten to fire with the ut- 
most effect it was shown that the funnels 
must be abolished and also all deck erec- 
tions. But if the funnels are to be eiim- 
inated steam can po longer be used, and 
the boiler must go. 

The great firm of Vickers have faced this 
fact and after three years of almost con- 
tinuous research and work have now per- 
fected a system of gas machinery for pro- 
pelling ships. The explosion engine, in a 
word, is to replace the steam engine. 


Strange Looking Warship. 


The design for such a vessel has been 
worked out. It has no funnels, and is thus 
an extraordinary looking craft. Its epeed 
will be higher than that of any existing bat- 
tleship. Ita dimensions are moderate, but 
it carries batteries more powerful than 
even the Dreadnought, since all of its ten 
guns can fire on either beam, and six ahead 
or astern. This ie# to be the ship of the 
future. 

Admiral Sir BE. Fitegerald, who opened 
the discussion, deprecated the adoption of 
too. hasty a generalization from the result 
of one battle—meaning that of the sea of 
Japan. He remembered the battle of Lissa. 
and, because one vessel was rammed and 
sunk there, every warship for thirty years 
was fitted with a monstrosity on its bows 
called a@ ram, which had sunk many a 
friend but nevera foe. With regard to the 
adoption of oil as fuel, he wondered what 
would happen if a shell came into the oil 
reservoir; whether the oll would all run out, 
if it did mot explode, and the ship would be 
left without fuel; or, if one set of tanks 
escaped, there would be a heavy list to one 
side. 

Admiral Sir C. Noel said if the marine 
gas engines foreshadowed could be pro- 
duced there was no doubt they would be 
of great value, because they would give 
ships a higher speed and a much wider 
radius of action. 


Counts Up Advantages, 


Admiral Sir E. Fremantle observed there 
could be mo question of the advantages which 
would ensue if battleship decks could be 
cleared of the ingumbrance of funnels and 
similar appliances necessary with steam en- 
gines. One of the things which would re- 
sult would be that ships would not be Mable 
to a sudden reduction in speed from the de- 
struction of funnels. Internal combustion 
engines would get rid of that, but it was 
usually found that with all improvements in- 
troduced there was generally an increased 
possibility of damage and disaster. 

Sir William White pointed out that in at- 
tempting to reduce the diameter and the 
weight of turrets the exposed portion of the 
guns was liable to destruction. At the.bat- 
tle of Tseushima this portion in some cases

| RALTH OF EDWARD VII. A MAT- 
TER OF GRAVE CONCERN. 


Prolonged Absence of His Majesty at 
Biarritz, Together with the Fact 
That He Has Been Overstrained by 
His Recent Arduous Labor, Causes 
Authorities in England toe Take 
Steps to Be Prepared for Any Sud- 
den Demise of the Crown,

LONDON, March 23.—It is told by one who 

hae just returned from Biarritz that King 
Edward is keeping much more to himself 
than on his former visit. The fact is that, 


strained by his recent arduous labors and 
just now ig taking a ‘‘ quiet recuperative.” 

Of course it is no secret that the king does 
not possess what insurance offices term a 
“good life,"”” In view of the uncertainty of 
all human existence. The prolonged absence 
abroad and the contingency of a sudden de- 
mise of the crown has been under consider- 
ation recently in order that so lamentable 
and improbahle an event should not find the 
authorities unprepared. His majesty is not 
far from the allotted age of man, and his 
sojourns abroad are indispensable to the ef- 
ficient discharge of his onerous duties, 

His Health Well Guarded. 

Some feeling has been aroused on the sub- 
ject of the king’s absence while parliament is 
sitting, but nobody who knows the facts can 
fail to admit that his majesty owes it to him- 
self and to the nation to omit no precaution 
which hig medical advisers declare necessary 
for the preservation of his health. 

There is no denying that the king preserves 
his wonderfully high spirits. The other even- 
ing at a dinner with Princess Frederika of 
Hanover the king narrated a couple of stories 
about Mr. Haldane, the British minister of 
war. 

‘*T notice,” said he, ‘‘ that when any of my 
present ministers have something particular- 
ly democratic to bring forward they always 
propose to ask my advice. When Haldane 
came with the pat phrase to usher in his 
army scheme I replied, ‘ Of course, 1am sure 
you have anticipated my opinion on the 
point; now let me hear all about it.’ ” 

Story of the Kaiser. 

The other tale concerns the kaiser. His 
Teutonic majesty invited the English secre- 
tary of war to inspect the maneuvers or 
whatever he pleased with bland imperturb- 
ability, whereas if the average Britisher ap- 
proaches a German fort it becomes a job for 
the British embassy. The kaiser had been 
talking with candid affability, the openness 
of which would have rendered any one sus- 
picious except to a sound forensic brain. 
Finally the German war lord observed: 

‘* You will be going in for army reform your- 
self soon, I suppose. The next time you are 
at Windsor ask my uncle to find you the 
scheme I prepared one wet morning for my 
grandmother. It was too good ever to be 
adopted. I am glad your country has never 
heard of it, for if it had England's supremacy 
would be unshakeable. I made it.”’

MUSICAL SOCIETY’S PROJECT TO 
FILL A “LONG FELT WANT.” 


Building te Be Erected on the Site

—Will Be Boon to Orchestra Lead- 
ers and Aspiring Artists, Whe 
Have Never Hed a Real Musical 
‘‘Home.”

PARIS, March 23.—In planning the new 

Theater des Champs Elysées, which is to

ing what is commonly referred to as @ 
“long felt want.” 

Many other persons in Paris are of the 
same opinion. Paris frequently, though er- 
roneously, referred to as the elysée of music, 
is singularly lacking in establishments that 
could be called concert halls in the full 
acceptation of the term, and the scheme 
for a Parisian concert theater exclusively is 
due to the initiative of Astruc. He was 
originally impressed by the practical man- 
ner in which big concert halls are equipped 
and managed in America, 

Boon to Orchestra Leaders. 

This subject prompted him to remark the 
other day that he was “ looking forward to 
the time when we shall have married the 
audacity, courage, force, and initiative of 
America to the artistic taste and sentiment 
and finesse of France.” 

Many well known French musicians and 
orchestra léaders had often lamented the 
lack of a concert hall per se in Paris, among 
them being Massepet, also Saint-Saéns, who 
recently made a triumphal tour of the United 
States and was there impressed by the spa- 
cious and well equipped concert halls in the 
principal cities. 

Debutantes and young musicians of all 
classes will be accorded special advantages 
by the new régime. Under existing condi- 
tions many of them meet with discouraging 
difficulties and are exploited by unscrupulous 
professionals. The young aspirant will now 
find a ‘“‘ home” at the new institution and be 
aided in a conscientious manner. Just as 
an instance of one of the promised reforms 
it may be mentioned that the management 
will procure accompanists at rates which do 
not presuppose a ** victim.” 

Protection for Girls, Too. 

Astruc, questioned on the delicate subject 
of young girls aspiring for the operatic stage, 
being obliged, according to more or leas cur- 
rent belief, to slightly tarnigh their moral 
raiment in order to climb to the starry 
heights, replied to the effect thas the safe-

LONDON, March 14.—Russia may claim to 
have produced two at least of the world’s 
most daring artists. No one will have for+ 
gotten Vassili Verestchagin, the fearless 
painter of war, who went down with Makar- 
off’s flagship at Port Arthur, and now there 
comes to light an equally adventurous Rus- 
sian artist, who tells a thrilling story in 
pictures and graphic words, 

In contrast to Verestchagin’s work in the 
heat of battle, Alexander Boriesoff, the new 
celebrity, all but sacrificed his life to paint 
the cold terror and desolation of nature in 
lands of eternal ice. The results of his des- 
perate ventures are some 800 unique paint- 
ings, which he now !s exhibiting in Lome 
don, and which he will take to America next 
season.

REAL ESTATE MEN AND THE MAYOR, 
It is not surprising to find that rea! es- 
tate men.are in favor of the traction ordi- 
nances and of Mr. Busse for mayor. They 
are in favor of the traction ordinances 
because ease of communication increases 
the value of all real estate. They are in 
favor of Mr. Busse because his adminis- 
tration of the postoffice shows that he re- 
alizes the needs of Chicago business men 
and does his best to help the development 
of the city, while Mayor Dunne’s admin- 
istration shows Dunne’s incapacity. 
The city.needs substantial pavements. 
It needs sewer extension and needs it car- 
ried out with efficiency and economy.

It needs schools in 
which the teachers devote their time to 
their work and are not engaged in petty 
politics all the time. It needs good side- 
walks, and it does not need accumulating 
judgments in personal damage suits 
amounting to more in a year than the cost 
of a complete new system of sidewalks 
would cost. It needs cleaner streets. The 
livelihood of real estate agents depends 
upon the fitness of ‘the city for human 
habitation, and their self-interest as well 
as their civic pride is engaged on the side 
of good government. 
For aH these reasons it is natura) that 
the real estate agents as a class should be 
in favor of Mr. Busse. It may be that 
personal friendship or political obligations 
make a real estate man here or there in- 
different to his own interest and the wel- 
fare of the city so far as te enroll him 
against local improvement.

At a recent “ symposium,”’ as it. is im- 
posingly called, held by a progressive club 
of women, the time was pleasantly and 
improvingly passed in the discussion of 
Chicago as a wonder worker in com- 
merce and as a young giant in art. Great 
was the general expression of congratula- 
tion, and the speakers vied one with an- 
other in the utterance of sentiments de- 
scriptive of Chicago’s imperishable glory. 
But one of the speakers, casually inspect- 
ing a cloud of smoke considerably bigger 
than a man’s hand, was impelled thereby 
to take a pessimistic turn, and lamenting 


‘the humiliation of dirt and smoke, likened 


Chicago to the weeping Niobe and. longed 


for the day when, “ like the fabled Narcis- 
‘gsus,” its citizens could turn 


themselves 
into flowers from weeping. 

Without examining into the merits of 
these mythological illustrations, there is 
a large measure of satisfaction in the op- 
timistic tone of the addresses in general. 
There are various clubs for the regulation 
of civic affairs. The City club is making 
a special study of the smoke problem, and 
other organizations are doing what they 
can to correct the evils of dirty streets, 
unconnected boulevards, and unprovided 
parks. In fact, it is not to be denied that 
despite its reputation for local pride, Chi- 
cago is not slow in recognizing its own 
defects and speaking of them with much 
plainness. And so it is that these periods 
of love feasts, these occasions where the 
cheerful citizen sounds. the praises of his 
city, are the more welcome and the more 
convincing. 

Supreme self-satisfaction ie not the true 
or helpful platform of the citizen of Chi- 
eago. He knows that Chicago is not yet 
London or Paris or Berlin in certain de- 
sirable respects. He knows that after a 
few busy hours in the toiling districts he 
“will not resemble the lovely Narcissus or 
the blooming Lycidas, and he also’ knows 
that if he attempted tife Niobe act the 
streaks of soot on his face would make 
him a distinctly unpleasant object. Hence 
he banishes such classical gentlemen and 
ladies as unsuited to the climate arfd con- 
ditions, and amiably tries to see how ht 
may put a cheerful face on matters as 
they stand with abundant hope for mat- 
ters as they may be. 

The cheery citizen usually plays his part 
for the correction of | correctable evils. 
Because he is buoyant and hopeful, and 
because he goes to women’s club sym- 
posiums and “ celebrates the development 
of Chicago art,” it does not follow that 
he is In the dumps, and that art and 
everything else must stop short. He is 
looking at both sides of the shield and he 
finds #t much more profitable and infinitely

Wherever the smal] parks sysfém has 
been introduced in Chicago it has been 
found desirable and beneficial. The mi- 
nor parks which have been laid out so 
carefully on the southwest and south 
sides have proved a blessing to thousands 
of children and-tired men and women liv- 
ing at too great distance from the large 
parks. North Chicago, socalled, is al 
most destitute of these smaller oases, and 
practically Lincoln park is the only place 
of refuge for the people who have time 
and inclination to escape from the unat- 
tractive surroundings of their homes in 
search of fresh air and pure breathing 
spots. 

The opportunity now presented to the 
voters is one that should not be neglected. 
The only danger to the measure to be ap- 
prehended is the indifference or careless- 
ness of its friends, who may neglect to 
vote for the bond issue. The people 
should again cast their votes affirmatively 
and dot the north side wards with as 
many green spots and playgrounds as 
may be necessary for health and -happi- 
ness. Elvery vote for this needed measure 
means an expression of civic pride and a 
realization of the obligations to the wel- 
fare and pleasure of those who will profit 
so vastly by its provisions. 


BOY SUICIDES. 

The son of a wealthy New Yorker, 
having been scolded by his mother be- 
cause he read so much and was careless 
about his personal appearance, hanged 
himself after writing the following note, 
which he pinned up in his room: “I 
love you all truly, but it seems we must 
part. There was a burden; there is none 
now.” Of course, the morbid youth read 
this stuff in some story and improved the 
first occasion to put it in practice in imi- 
tation of the hero or heroine of pernicious 
fiction. The outcome of his silly life 
shows that the mother was right in her 
protest against his reading, though prob- 
ably it would have been more effective 
had it been made at an earlier period and 
with old fashioned parental firmness. 
There was atime when parents dictated 
the kind of books their children should 
read. In those days child suicides were 
unknown. If children subsequently read 
morbid stuff it was at an age when they 
were immune from it. 

Another boy recently entered the house 
without wiping his feet. His mother’s 
sense of neatness was outraged and she 
reprimanded the boy, as was her duty. 
Thereupon the sensitive creature took 
earbolic acid and got rid of his “ burden.” 
A third boy was so humiliated because his 
father asked him in the presence of a 
young girl, the object of his vealy affec- 
tion, to go upon an errand, that he went 
out to the barn and hanged himself. A 
boy and girl hardly yet in their teens, in 
despair over the long time they must wait 
before they could be married, agreed to 
asphyxiate themselves and succeeded. 
Numerous other instances of this kind 
which have occurred during the present 
year might be cited. A slightifrom a 
playmate, a rebuke at home, a reprimand 
from a teacher, jealousy of a companion’s 
success, pique over a fancied insult, and 
disappointment over love affairs are suffi- 
cient causes nowadays for juvenile suicide. 
_ This class of suicides is rapidly increas- 
ing, which seems to show that our high 
civilization is promoting delicacy of 
nervous organization and emotional sensi- 
bility, and is breeding young Werthers. 
It may be that as the social order grows 
more complex human wants multiply so 
fast that they cannot be satisfied, and 
rather than live unsatisfied, persons pre- 
fer death. This is a view taken by one 
authority discussing this subject. But 
this applies only to adults. Children, al- 
though they are much older at thé same 
age than children used to be, have not 
yet reached that period when mere ma- 
terial. desires ungratified can induce sui- 
cide. It is more likely that the larger 
number of these, both boys and girls, have 
grown sensitive and morbid and more or 
less mentally unsound for lack of dis- 
cipline, paternal restraint, and moral ex- 
ample in the home. In the absence of 
these it is natural the child should . be 
more or less abnormal and become a 
criminal or a suicide. It can hardly be 
doubted that wholesome correctives rea- 
sonably administered in the home and a 
closer scrutiny of what boys and girls are 
reading and doing would put an end to 
juvenile suicide, which was unknown in 
an older and more disciplinary day. 


THE NEW AUTOMOBILISTS. 

The spring campaign against chauf- 
feurs who violate the speed ordinances has 
opened.- During the winter months when 
the roadways have been reasonably free 
from pedestrians and playing children 
there has been little occasion for much 
severity. Now that epring is at hand the 
temptation is strong to run fast along the 
smooth roadways, with the accompanylag 
danger to luckless folks on foot. 

Those people who have owned machines 
for some time are usually conservative. 
They have learned in the school of expe- 
rience that it is wiser to respect the laws. 
They may resist temptation. The new 
automobile owners and their chauffeurs 


licemen. They have not been taught 
caution by arrests and fines and may be 
expected to be reckless until they shall 
have had a lesson. Every spring brings 
its fresh automobilists with a craze for 
speed. The police must be on the look- 
eut for them. 

The determination of the proper speed 
limit is one of the problems which must 
be settled in the near future. The Wis- 
consin proposition of six miles in town and 
eight in country is not a satisfactory one. 
A well constructed car, properly handled, 
‘ean run much faster than that without 
much danger to the community. If it can 
be shown that a machine at a high rate 
of speed may be brought to a ful! stop in 

a short distance and that regulating de-

* (BOYS AND THE ‘STREET. 

The Illincis senate has passed a’ bill 
which will have the effect, if it becomes 
law, of requiring boys between 14 and 16 
to be*lawfully employed during school 
hours or te be in school. Some latitude 
will probably be allowed to the interpreta- 
tion of the word “ employed,” so that it 
may cover useful work at home or under 
the direction of the-boy’s parents as well 
as work for hire. The intent is to keep 
off the streets the hove whe are not in 
school, 

The street is not the se for‘a boy 
under 16. Habits of idleness unfit the boy 
for serious work and give him a distaste’ 
for it. No phase of the criminal history 


increase in the number of adolescent crim- 

inals during recent years. This increase is 
due, more than to anything else, to the fail- 
ure of parents to see to it that their boys 
are kept under discipline after they have 
reached the age of 14. The gang that 
meets near the corner saloon is not good 
company for the boy who expects to make 
a success of life. da 

In some parts of the city almost-every 
boy who reaches the age of 14 disappears 
from school. The records of factories and 
offices show where some of the boys 
have gone. The records of the police 
courts show a little later where some of 
the others have gone. Thé family whose 
circumstances are such that the boy must 
get work as soon as he has reached the 
legal age is really better off than the fam- 
ily which feels that there is no hurry, 
that it is just as well to wait until some- 
thing extra good turns up, and that in the 
meantime there is no use in having the boy 
go back to school for another year. 

The premier of France is said to have 
replied to an opponent who was arguing 
that the country needed rest, “ There’s no 
such thing for a free people. Rest is a 
monarchical idea.” Idleness is a mon- 
archical idea. It finds no rightful place in 
American life. Boys who will be mer can 
be made or ruined by the habits into 
which they fall before the age of 16. Idle- 
ness during two of the most important of 
the formative years is likely to lead to 
incompetence and failure, if nothing more 
serious. It is better for a boy to enter 
upon life as fully equipped for the struggle 
as possible. To some boys two years more 
of school would be an invaluable help. To 
others an earlier start in business or a 
trade would be more important. But to 
no one in average health can two years of 
the lessons of the street be anything but 
hurtful. Senator Humphrey’s bill should 
be heartily commended by all parents as 
at is by educators and sociologists. 


HUNTING HELP AND HUNTING JOBS. 
A report of the work of the Massa- 
chusetts state employment agency indi- 
cates that 16,000 persons applied for the 
assistance of the bureau between Dec. 3 
and eb. 15. During that period 2,300 
places were filled, nine tenths of them 
being where unskilled labor was de- 
manded, An official, commenting upon 
“When asked what 
he can do the ordinary applicant answers 
‘Anything,’ which is the same as saying 
* Nothing.’” He seems to think that such 
an agency will appeal almost exclusively 
to those ‘who have learned no trade and 
have no specia) technical knowledge. 

An entirely different point of view is 
indicated by a dispatch from Philadel- 
phia, which says that the Pennsylvania 
railroad company is having great diffi- 
culty in securing men who have technical 
training to fill the gaps in the ranks of 
the skilled employés caused by the promo- 
tion of an increasing number of men with 
each successive year. Because of the sit- 
uation which confronts them the officials 
of the company have sent a letter to a 
number of colleges and universities asking 
that students be urged to prepare them- 
selves for railroad careers. If the appeal 
shall result in the establishment of the 
needed training courses the Pennsylvania 
company, as far as practicable, will em- 
ploy only college bred men in certain 
branches of its operating and engineer- 
ing departments. 

In recent months there have been sev- 
eral newspaper and periodical articles 
calling attention to the scarcity of men 
‘Who are preparing themselves for the 
ministry, the situation in certain denom- 
inations being considered acute. There 
are a large number who meet fairly well 
the needs of the third and fourth rate 
places. But those of first and second 
rank in ability are so scarce that some 
of the Protestant denominations look to- 
ward the future with apprehension. What 
makes the outlook all the more serious 
is that fewer men than ever before seem 
fitted for the important and difficult task 
of teaching in the theological seminaries. 
With the visible supply of future preach- 
ers small and a notable lack of well 
equipped trainers of ministers the situa- 
tion is one which causes much anxiety. 

It all comes back to the old saying: 
“There is plenty of room at the top.” 
But it is not particularly hopeful for 
American life to find that the “ get rich 
quick” theory is making young men un- 
willing to prepare themselves thoroughly 
for something definite. Hasty and ill bal- 
anced preparation too soon followed by 
recognition of unfitness multiplies the 
army of the unemployed whose “ any- 
thing” is understood to mean “ nothing.” 
The average individual joins the ranks of 
the job hunters. The help hunters seek 
in vain for the needed assistants. 


LET THE LOVER TAKE CARE. 

That love is not a legal essential of mar- 
riage, and that-its weaknesses cannot be 
taken into account for the purpose of 
breaking a matrimonial contract is the 
stern law decreed by the Appellate court. 
‘This decision was rendered against an of- 
fended husband wh§- sought relief from 
the marriage tie on the plea that his wife 
had “persuaded him to marry her” by 
representing that she was entirely cured 
of the nervous disease from which she 
bad long suffered. A few subsequent fits 
dispelled this pleasant illusion. 

The court disposed of -the emotion of 
love by holding it merely an esthetic ail- 
ment with no tangible legal status. Mar- 
ringe is nothing more or less than a busi- 
ness contract in the eyes of the law. and

The man who would like to 
marry a particular woman, not because 
he is In love with her but because he 
thinks she would make him a good wife, 
may consider it advisable to ask her par- 
ents whether there is insanity in the fam- 
ily or whether the young woman has been 
vaccinated and has -had the measles. 
That cold blooded man can make in- 
quifies about her temper, her accomplish- 
ments, ahd her domestic virtues. The 
lover is incapable of that. If the young 
woman tells him she is a mode of 
economy he does not try to verify the 
statement. If she deceives him and he 
applies to the courts for relief, they will 
refuse it. A minor may escape from a 
bad bargain. So may a drunken man. 


The man who made such™e bafgdin when 


he was equally irresponsible, being under 
the influence of love, is ordéred out of 
court with the information that “love is 
not a legal essential of marriage” and 
that he ought to have known it. The 
Appellate court judges, with their ex- 
perience of love matches that have turned 
out badly, may be inclined to agree with 
Mrs. Malaprop when she eays, “’Tis 
safest in matrimony to begin with a little 
aversion.”

wright and poet, Stephen Phillips, being sued 
by an indignant landlord, who complains bit- 
terly that the value of his house has been 
affected by Phillips’ insistence that it is 
haunted. 

That he has some cause for redress is evi- 
dent, for the house in question is a new one, 
and while we look for ghosts in old castles 
an@ ancient manor houses, they are alto- 
gether out of place in a modern building, and 
serve to deter rather than attract purchasere 

tenants. The presence of spooks is 
t always based upon the perpetration 
of some tragedy—some crime. But while we 
may not object thereto when ft is emvironed 
with the glamour of historic interests, we do 
not relish the notion if the crime is of recent 
ongin. No one likes the idea of occupying a 
room which has been the scene of a murder 
or a suicide a few months or a year previous- 
ly. In the case of old country houses the 
presence of a ghost adds to $32 respectability, 
and most of the owners not only pride 
themselves about it but alee seriousip resent 
any disposition to doubt or ridicule its ex- 
istence. There are some exceptions to this 
rule, however.

Lord Onslow, for instance, who hae a fine 
ancestral home at Clandon park, in Surrey, 
built ebout 250 years ago, found, after his re- 
turn to England on the completion of his 
term of office as governor of New Zealand. 
that the people to whom he had let Clandon 
during his absence had given it the reputa- 
tion of being haunted. Tosuch an extent had 
thie been the case, that the late marquis of 
Bute and the Society of Psychical Research, 
of which he wae then president, had made all 
arrangements with the tenants to organize 
a most elaborate investigation, of the super- 


_ natural visitations at Clandon, Lord Onslow 


reached England from New Zealand just in 
time to stop what he denounced as “ all this 
nonséngse,”” resumed possession of his home, 
and threatened his former tenant, as 
well as Lord Bute and the members of the 
Psychical Research society, with lawsuits 
for heavy damages if he heard a word more 
about Clandon ‘park being haunted. He 
wound up by addressing an Mmdignant letter 
to the newspapers, in which he complained 
bitterly of the way in which advantage had 
been taken of his absence on the service of 
his country in the antipodes, to violate the 
privacy of his home, adding that as far as he 
and his-family were concerned, they did not 
believe in ghosts, and that more of them 
slept with loaded revolvers by their bedsides 
and would not “hesitate to shoot at any 
ghost which seeks to play tricks.’’.. The ghost. 
presumably took the hint. Fer from that 
day to this nothing has been heard or seen 
of him, and the periodical exodus of fright- 
ened servants that was of such frequent 
occurrence at Clandon while Lord and Lady 
Onslow were in New Zealand is now a thing 
of the past.

The family of Lord Onslow may be said to 
have been founded by Sir Richard Onslow, 
the leader of the parliamentary forces in the 
civil war, and who, after having vainly urged 
Oliver Cromwell to assume the crown and the 
royal dignity, on the execution of Charles L., 
assisted in the restoration of Charles II. It 
is to his son, Sir Arthur Onslow, however, 
that the family may be said to be indebted 
for its fortune, for he married the only 
daughter and heiress of Sir Thomas Foot, 
lord mayor of London, and by a epecial act 
of favor on the part of Charles II. was per- 
mitted to inherit his father-in-law’s baron- 
etcy. Sir Arthur’s eldest son was advanced 
to the rank of peer of the realm as Lord 
Onslow on his retirement from the speaker- 
ship of the house of commons. 

The present Lord Onslow’s career as gov- 
ernor of New Zealand was brought to a 
somewhat sudden close through the refusal 
of the colonial legislature to vote the money 
necessary for the repairs of the executive 
mansion, which was in such ean ineanitary 
condition that Lord Cranley and several 
other of the governor’s children were stricken 
with typhoid fever and almost died.

He died at 
the age of over ninety, in 1870, and up to the 
last always affected the swallow tallied coats, 
tight fitting breeches, and top boots of the 
beginning of the nineteenth century. Being 
most particular about the fit of his clothes. 
he was a perfect thorn tn the side of his tai- 
lors, and was rarely satisfied with the fit of 
a coat or a pair of breeches until they had 
been tried on about a hundred times. Another 
of his oddities, which fortunately the present 
earl does not share, was his practice of al- 
ways walking downstairs backwards, with 
sometimes ludicrous consequences to those 
who were hurrying upstairs. 

One of the present Lord Onslow’s younger 
boys, born in’ New Zealand, enjoys the dis- 
tinction, unique in the English peerage, of 
being a full fedged Maori chieftain, and bears 
the name [it would be wrong to designate it 
as Christian] of Hula. It is the name ofa 
beautiful white New Zealand bird, which has 
become almost extinct, but whose feathers 
in the headgear of a New Zealand chieftain 
are a mark of distinction, equal to that of 
the heron’s wing in the middle ages. His in-

Owing to a slip of the tongue 
on the part of the chamberlain, Lord Althorp, 
who called for “ Charles Williaths ” instead 
of “ Charles Matthews” at the opening cere- 
mony of the courts at Newgate, King Edward 
almost knighted the wrong man. But fortu- 
nately the mistake was repaired in time. 

Such mistakes as these are, however, by no 
means infrequent, and there is one notable 
instance where a man got a barony and a seat 
in the house of lords through a misunder- 
standing, in lieu of the baronetcy for which 
he had been slated; and another instance 
where an individual through a similar error 
was honored with a knight commandership of 
the bath instead of ordinary knighthood.

Therefore it is by no means improbable that the forthcoming con- 
ference at The Hague may find itself. occupied with a subject which 
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thought him “impossible” socially. Of course Fielding had a noble, 
generous, charitable, and manly nature. People who have read his 
works, and not merely read about them, kiow that he was ono who 
loved men, and especially loved the poor, being eager in their 
fense and active in their cause, as man, magistrate, and novelist. Per- 
haps he wads too confiding when he defended Plizabeth Canning as “‘a 
poor, hehest; innocent, and simple girl.” His wide knowledge of pov- 
erty And of crime did not sour him, did not make him cynical and 
suspicious. If he were writing today literary whipper snappers would 

_Profess that he preached too much and bored them with his Greek, 

which they cannot read; was a nuisance with his Longinus and Homer 
and Aristotle. But, viewing him in the blue Georgian distance, they 
ean applaud him, like honest, good natured young fellows, for his 
tavern life, his companionships with Moll and Meg, his scrambling, 
hand to mouth existence. 

Why does Fielding deserve sympathy and praise for that side of 
his way of living? Obharlotte Bronté, fierce little rebel as she was, 
deplored it, and regretted the indulgence of Thackeray (now reckoned 
much too prim and demure) for the racket and noise of Fielding. She 
thought of her own brother, who, in the matter of loose living, now 
would be deemed heroic by literary critics, probably douce, decent 
men themselves. Miss Brenté had seen ruin and shame and misery 
at home as the fruits of genial, venial faults like those of Fielding’s 
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youth. Yet Miss Bront® was a rebel. ‘“‘ She was the first that ever 
burst” (in Early Victorian days) into the sea where so many ad- 
venturous women novelists are now prosperously sailing. Her Mr. 


Rochester was not Sir Galahad, was not respectable, but he was not a 
rowdy tavern haunter. There are degrees, and Miss Bronté drew a 
firmer line than Thackeray did-in defense of respectability. 

There is, in fact, I make bold to say, no harm in being temperate; 
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Even in the “remarkable and conclusive” cases of which one reads, 
phrenologists make ludicrous errors, as in the case of the famous prac- 
titioner who described Herbert Spencer’s bump of “ veneration and 
respect. for superiors” as large. 

“Bumps,” by the way, have so little to do with cerebral con- 
figuration that they merely indicate, in general, the points where the 
cranial bones first began to ossify, and where they always retain an 
exceptional thickness. Critical comparison between the external form 
of the cranium and the form of the brain that lies within it suffices at 
once to demonstrate the hopeless irrelevance of the phrenologist’s ob- 
servations. But all this—and volumes more that might be added—is 
mere dallying with our opponents. It is as if you should question 
the precise accuracy of the observations of apparent solar movement, 
made by one who still believes that the sun moves round the earth. 
You may amuse yourself by. throwing doubt on his measurements; 
but if you were tired of him you would not concern yourself with such 
trifles—-there was a monk called Copernicus. 

Various parts of the brain have various functions, as Gall e- 
lieved; but there is no more than a mere fortuitous 1 per cent cor- 
respondence between his assertions and the facts: now verified daily 
in every hospital in the world. Dr. @Wallace’s discussion of these facts 
only can be described as amazing; and I have abandoned the search 
for a polite word with which to describe the contributions of Dr. 
Bernard: Hollander to the subject. For this last failure I am con- 
soled by the reflection that no serious critic of his work has yet suc- 
ceeded. Dr. Wallace is searching sincerely for the truth, as he has 
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pendent of written or spoken advice. Even supposing that the pedant 
in advisory capacity does know the character of the young man he 
addresses. Does he know the character of the employer? Does he 
have judgmatical command of all the conditions, circumstances, and 
myriad personalities with which that young man is called upon to deal? 

Surely his common sense would dictate that not even the young 
man himself can be depended upon for an ex parte explanation of these 
difficulties that shal] be in uncolored, full fairness to all concerned. 
It requires more than the experience, philosophy, and judgment of a 
young untried man to aecomplish such a task. Ordinarily, in the case 
of any questioned situation, that person concerned who is broad 
enough to see both sides of the matter knows enough not to need 
advice. 

- One of the least tolerable of all advisers of the young man is he 
who frames his long, canting lists of ‘“‘ Don’ts.” These inhibitions on the 
face of them are as the law of the Medes and Persians. Presumably 
they are to fit every man in every position in every emergency in the 
calendar. Most of them are framed with reference to propitiating 
the employer, regardless of the personalities of employer and employé, 
regardless of the merits or demerits of a situation, and therefore ut- 
terly ignorant of whether or not the most radical violation of his par- 
ticular “‘ Don’t”? might be the turning point itself in the life of that 
particular young man. 

Aside from that well recognized group of inhibitions more or less 
covered by the Ten Commandments of Moses, and all bearing upon the 
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good humored youngster who is content to lie stil] and suck his thumb 
by the hour is permitted to do so unnoticed, while all the resources 
of the family are taxed to quiet his squalling brother. “As to ex- 
ample,” says Sir Francis Clavering, “it ain’t so bad. Wihenever he 
wants a thing Fwank cwies foh it, and when he cwies he always 
gets it.” 

Even in love, alas! the rule prevails. The best offerings of affec- 
tion are laid not before the one who has given us incontestable proof 
of unswerving loyalty andgevotion but at the feet of the one of whom 
we feel uncertain, whom we wish to propitiate; the one who demands 
a continua! cloud of incense as the price of good humor. A criminal 
lawyer of some prominence, a generation back, whose practice had 
made him well acquainted with the hearts of men and women, used to 
tell his daughters: “‘ Never allow any man, not even your husband, 
to feel that you are wholly dependent upon him for your happiness. 
People always value most that of which they are not quite certain.” 

Says a modern writer, caustic and shrewd: “A woman may give 
her soul for a man and he won’t think so much of her as if she had 
jilted him for some one else”; and for the other sex: “A woman is 
won by indifference and lost by indulgence.” 

Of ‘course, it is a shame; such things ought not to be; neverthe 
less, they often are, and one has only to look about one to see it illus- 
trated almost any day. Whether it is the woman who prostrates 
herself before the man or the man who prostrates himself before the 
woman, the result is inevitably the same. The one on the ground 
gets trodden upon, gently, perhaps, but trodden on ail the same. It 
is sad, but quite inevitable under the cireumstances; the only remedy 
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has no place on the official program. The question will arise, if a new 
weapon of warfare has been discovered which renders existing meth- 
ods obsolete, shall we attempt to prevent its use, or shall we be 
driven to admit that war itself has become practcally im possible ? 
In other words, has the aeroplane brought us face to face with the 
situation to which the discovery of Vril brought the nations in Lyt- 
ton’s “‘ The Coming Race”? 

It will no doubt be argued that the nations wil) persist in war, 
and merely will add the maintenance of an aeroplane fleet to the bur- 
den of existing armaments. The answer to this is that they no longer 
will be able to raise the funds required for such a creation of new and 
costly instruments of destruction. For the aeroplune not only will 
entail an enormous new expenditure, but it will dry up one of the 
great sources of revenue by which existing armaments are maintained. 
There is not a single modern state which does not derive a great part 
of its revenue from customs duties which are leviec at its frontiers. 
But whatever else the aeroplane may do, or may fail to do, one thing is 
certain, it will wipe out frontiers. 

To prevent smuggling at present entails an enormous expense on 
every nation; to prevent it after the advent of the aeroplane will 
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nothing wrong in keeping all the commandments, “ at least as far as 
we are able”; nothing to be ashamed of in not bilking tradesmen. 
Perhaps the bright modern idea is that if a man does not habitu- 
ally hear the chimes at midnight and stagger home to some bed or 
other much later; if he is true to his marriage vow; if he prefers the 
dictates of honor to those of passion, he must be a lily livered knave, 
incapable of tolerance for the generous errors of others. That is a 
pessimistic view. Few men of genius have been more respectable 
than Scott; none, save Shakspeare, has been more tolerant, both as 
regards the characters of his own creation and the persons whom he 
encountered in -life. When England raised a how! against Byron, 
what Scott had to say about him may be read in his review of the 
third canto of “‘ Childe Harold.” He writes with delicate generosi- 
ty; he must have known, and disbelieved (as Shelley knew and disbe- 
lived) the most important of the charges against the rival poet. 
There is nothing noble in the conduct of a poet when he drinks 
too much absilthe, though he does not like it, haunts cabmen’s shelters 
nocturnally, in contempt of a permanent garret, and by way of solid 
food takes chiefly preserved fruits sodden in liqueurs, as is told of Al- 
fred de Musset. To this pitch of sad absurdity the virtue of despis- 
ing respectability may be carried. Indeed, there be some who make 
this contempt the leading virtue. The poet who passed a winter in 
relieving the poor, but did not pay the long bill of his medical attend- 
ant, is a perfect pattern of the most amiable side of nonrespectability. 
Are we to applaud him or be sorry for him, and for the country doc- 
tor whose money the poet expended in the indulgence of his own di- 
vine emotions of pity? Several of the most famous of the poets of the 
early eighteenth century were inseparable from their bottle of lau- 
danum. Theirs was not a respectable taste, though if laudanum is 
good for poetry making the sooner our minstrels try the bottle the 
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sought for so many decades, and often with such imperishable success. 
Why, then, did he not give his readers a plate comparing the brain ax 
interpreted by the “ phrenologists” and the brain as it now is familiar 
to all physiologists and surgeons? In point of fact, one glance at 
such a plate would provide any one with a final answer to his whole 
chapter. We “neglect” phrenology as we neglect the “ mal-aria” 
theory of malaria, the geocentric theory of Ptolemy—because we know 
better. Phrenology tells us that the cerebellum is the seat of the 
sexual passions. We study the functions of the cerebellum, and we 
find that it is not; and, as in other cases, we neglect the false when we 
know the true. Phrenology tells us that a protrusion of the eyeballs 
denotes linguistic faculty. We ascertain the conditions that cause pro- 
trusion of the eyeballs, carefully studied in relation to the disease callel 
exophthalmic goiter; and the upshot is that we “ neglect” phrenology. 
Physiologists have mapped out the brain areas which contro] the mo- 
tion of limbs and eyes and face and trunk; the area which sees (at the 
back of head, by the way); the areas which hear, and smell, and taste. 
The correspondence between the facts, which Dr.Wallace himself is not 
prepared to dispute, and the statements of. the phrenologists is even 
more vague or nonexistent than the correspondence between “ bumps” 
and cerebral form—which is saying a good deal. 

There yet remains the phrenology of the-future, which will be 
microscopic, and will compare the cellular richness and arrangement of 
the corresponding parts of the brain in the case of persons widely 
various in psychical and sensory characters. Some years ago I sug- 
gested that the time would come when, following the example of a few 
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fundamental right and wrong of things, I will venture that there is 
not a single “ Don’t” framed for the man in the business world which 
may not be violated every day to the betterment of the transgressor. 

The circumstance, the condition, and the environment, together 
with the personalities involved, must determine the action or the inac- 
tion in the specific case. 

Ordinarily, in the case of the young man starting out in the world 
as an employé, or in business himself with the object of pleasing a 
consistency, he has choice of just two alternatives: Do as he is ex- 
pected to do; or refuse to do the thing and stand by the decision. In 
either position, the young matriculate in life must depend upon his 
judgment to right him in the end. 

I know of no man in more menial capacity in life than that man, 
no matter what his ostensible position, who universally concedes all 
that is demanded of him, regardless of all cirowfastances. 

There is a type of man in the world’s work whose sole claim to 
virtue is the carrying out to the blind letter the dictates of his su- 
periors. This type is preéminently the product of the doctrine of con- 
ventional ‘‘ Don’ts.” The vast majority of these men either are weak- 
lings or sneaks. As weaklings they are the men of least consequence 
to any work requiring initiative and accomplishment. As sheaks they 
are a constant menace to whatever institution their disloyal service 
affects. 

To the extent that any man has convictions in any matter affect- 
ing his work he is either a competent man or he is a fool. That em- 
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for it is not only to turn, like the proverbial worm, but to get up and 
assert oneself. 

Such cased are not uncommon, and the only explanation seems to 
be the old one, that human nature places small vajue upon what it 
has and fervently desires that which is hard to get. 

For example, there is the celebrated case of the Kansas City 
woman who applied for a divorce on the ground that her husband 
was so devoted to her that he allowed her her own way in everything. 
She declared that she could not endure such a humdrum existencs; 
she wanted a husband who had a will of his own and who would 
“bogs ” her. 

Also, one of the most popular English women novelists of the 
nineteenth century took much the same point of view when she sep- 
arated from her husband. The poor man’s chief fault, in her eyes, 
apart from the fact that he was not her equal mentally, a fact which 
he humbly admitted, was that he bored her to death with his abject 
devotion. The fifal proof of that devotion was given when the hus- 
band let his adored wife go her own way, asking only, for ber sake, 
that the divorce should be attended with as little publicity as possible. 

‘A well known variety actress, much married and much divorced, 
once stated in a newspaper interview that: “A goody-goody husband 
who is painfully devoted is just like a dinner without the salad. 
When a husband is always in the passive and ready to accede to all 
that his wife says he gets to be tiresome, indeed. Such a husband 
bores one dreadfully.” 

As for the men who are spoiled by too much submission and 
affection their name is legion. There are few things so mysteriously . 
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evil case. Nor can any extension of the coast 
guard service prevent the introduction of goods 
unsupervised by the customs.

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

A good demand existed for spring wheat 
in the local sample market. Otherwise the 
ir.quiry was tame. Relatively high prices 
are being obtained for choice spring wheat. 
No.’ 2 red was quoted 1%@2c under May in 
store; No. 2 hard about 8@@3%c under May. 
St. Louls reported the sale of 10,000 bu No. 2 
red at 8c over May prices, but did not specify 
whether the sale waa in store or free on 
board. The sale of 5,000 bu Noa. 2 red, May 
delivery, was reported here at 73%c. A bet- 
ter demand existed for cash wheat at Minne- 
apolis. Stocks there increased 100,900 bu 
for one day. New York wired: ‘* There is 
no encouragement in today’s cables. Ne, 2 
red is arriving freely here from country 
points and is accumulating in the absence 
of any demand for it." Local exporters said 
bids for No. 2 hard via the gulf were about 
lc out of line. Cash corn here was steady 
to Kc lower, and oats %ec off. The corn mar- 
ket was irregular, Oats are cheaper rela- 
tive to the future. Local sales were 15,000 
bu wheat, 165,000 bu corn, and 180,000 bu 
oats. Seaboard sales were 086,000 bu wheat, 
48,000 bu corn, and 40,000 bu oats. 

‘““We expect a good export demand for 
corn during the next few weeks,’’ said George 
W. Eddy, the Boston exporter, who was here 
yesterday. ‘‘As to wheat, there seems to 
be a fair foreign inquiry for Manitoba wheat. 
The domestic demand for corn and oats con- 
tinues good, with both of the coarse grains 
bringing a premium in our markets on ac- 
count of car shortage. If the traffic situa- 
tion should loosen up prices might slump 
slightly.’’ 

St. Anthony Grain company, Barrell, and 
Bartlett-Frazier were the leading sellers of 
wheat early. Logan-Bryan, Friedman, Lake, 
Northern Grain, Clement-Curtis, and pit 
traders were the best buyers. Updike, Bart- 
lett-Frazier, Nye-Jenks, E. W. Bailey, and 
Congdon-Steever were on the selling side of 
corn. Scalpers were the principal buyers 
Wells, Kidston, and scattered commission 
houses sold oats. Buckley was the best 
buyer. Wrenn, Logan-Bryan, and Shearson- 
Hammill bought provisions. The Cudahy 
Packing company was on the selling side. 

Winnipeg received 1382 cara of wheat, 
against 70 cars a year ago. 

Estimated receipts for tomorrow are: 
Wheat, 84 cars; corn, 464 cars; oats, 354 cars; 
rye, 7 cars; barley, 73 cars; hay, 106 cars; 
hogs, 42,000, and 160,000 for the week.

Beauty Rules of Famous Specialist. 

Here are. some. beauty rules prescribed by a famous 
specialist. Patients memorize the rules and follow them 
closely. Once in awhile they report progress. 

“All who desire a clear skin must give the skin an air 
bath daily. . This means to sit with the clothes off for 
an “hour a day with the sun playing upon the body. A 
warm sun parlor is one of the absolute requisites of this 
daily skin bath. 

“Give your feet an air bath twice a day. Take off 
your shoes» and stockings and sit with your feet bare, 
resting them upon an old fashioned foot warmer or, upon 
a bag of hot sand, or even upon a rubber hot water bag. 

“All who desire a nice throat and heck must sit with 
the throat and neck bare part of the day. The necks 
of morning dresses should be cut low and to a point and 
the throat and chin must be sunned and aired. Nothing 
hurts the flesh of the neck like covering it with starched 
collars and stiff stocks.”’ 

Loose clothing is.a requisite of the skin bath. In 
Paris, where a woman simply must be lovely, they are 
taking a new kind of beauty treatment. Instead of 
dressing in ordinary everyday clothing, or even in the 
comfortable negligee; they wear some loose drapery, and 
thus they give the skin a chance.

Electric Fansfor the Hair Bath. 

Letting the hair down for an hour a day is part of 
the letting the skin Breathe treatment. The hair pins 
should be taken out and the hair shaken down. It should 
then be lifted and fanned. This allows the scalp io 
breathe. - Many women-are not aware of the fact that 
the skin of the head seldom or never breathes. In the 
daytime the hair tightly ts packed upon the head ahd 
grappled fast by hair pins and shell combs. At night 
the head is buried in the pillow. The result is that 
the scalp never really breathes. 
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The hair should be let down and the air should play 
through it. This means a fan either wielded by hand or 
machinery. If there is electricity in .sthe house the 
buying of an electric fan is well worth while. A good 
one can be bought for a small sum, and one has at hand 
the means for producing a good current for drying the 
hair and for ventilating the scalp. 

The principal trouble with the beauty bath is that it 
takes time, and a busy woman has not the half day to 
devote to 't. But the air bath of the skin is something 
which every woman can take every day. 

Once upon a time there were some society women 
who resolved to wear their silk dresses without putting 
scissors in the silk. They bought sixteen yards of the 
material, pinned one end to the shoulder and twisted 
and draped the silk until it made a beautiful flowing 
garment of classic outline. This is something like the 
costume of the air bath society except that there no 
lingerie is worn.

For Women Who Work and Worry. 


Letting the skin breathe is important if one is in- 
clined to worry. Women who worry, who are over- 
worked, who find that each day holds a little more than 
their nerves can stand, would do well to study different 
methods of sunning the skin. Pinching the flesh until 
it is rosy will open the pores, so will dancing violently, 
so will spraying the skin with a needle spray of hot 
water, and so will the exertion of pounding the skin or 
of slapping [ft with the open hand. 

Pretty women find that they can make the cheeks 
pinker and the nose better in texture by keeping the 
flesh in perfect condition. A red‘ nose or a swollen 
one can be reduced by taking an air-and sun bath every 
day.

That the idea is abroad, however, may be 
proved by the bunch of mail which comes 
every morning into my store for the three 
or four doctors who have offices over me. 
Three-fourths of this mail, day after day, 
indicates that it has come from men who 
have mining schemes, patents, and “ get- 
rich-quick *’ to put into ready cash.- 
The promoters haVe got copies of the medical 
directory, from which to take names and ad- 
dresses, and from the way they follow up, 
year after year, there must be money in it. 

Ordinarily the physician who has been prac- 


ticing for a number of years successfully - 


finds that he has some money lying idle 
which he would like to Invest profitably. He 
has not been trained for business and the 
showing of a neatly printed advertisement or 
the talk of a smooth promoter goes a long 
way with the average medical man who has 
a little money which is earning him only $8 
per cent.

Doctors Know a Good Thing. 

But recently here in Chicago a company 
has sprung up along lines which hate at- 
tracted the physician Investor in a way to 
suggest that the doctor knows a good thing 
@ litthe better than he has general.credit.for. 

The company is making a powder tablet in 
email form not unlike a thousand other tab- 
lets on the-market in appéarance. It is pat- 
ented and is a supposed specific for some- 
thing. In floating the company scores of doc- 
tors have been invited into the organization 
as stockholders, the stock quoted at 800 a 
share, and the doctor paying only $5 a sh@re. 

In this selling price of stock the purpose is 
plain enough. Nobody seems to know who 
the particular patentee of the tablet Is, or of 
what particular drugs the tablet is composed. 
But the tablet on the face of it is a specific 
for a certain disease, and the doctor owning 
stock in the concern naturally wishes to see 
the medicine pushed. 

When the first prescription of the kind 
came in I never had heard of the patented 
remedy, but naturally had to send out for it. 
It came, a small vial holding about twenty~ 
four tablets, price $1! The prescription called 
for ten of these tablets, with directions for 
taking. Putting up ten of these tablets at 4 
cemgs apiece and allowing the 25 per cent for 
thé druggist’s business, the prescription cost 
the consumer 60 cents and left me with WwW 
cents’ worth of medicine on the shelf behind 
the counter. 

On top of this the customer who brought 
the prescription charged me with robbing 
him! I éidn’t rob him—his physician was the 
robber!

Prescribing Patent Medicines. 

If thore is. one thing which the druggist of 
today despises it is the physician's prescrip- 
tion calling for the opening of a package of 
patent medicine in order to fill. In almost 
any drug store in Chicago you may find from 
dozens to hundreds of epened viais of patent 
medicines from which the compounding drug- 
gist has taken just one prescription, after- 
ward corking up the bottle and putting it 
away on the shelf, a dead loss. 

Nobody knows where most of these drugs 
come from, other than that they have a pro- 
prietary stamp and a place of manufacture, 
As long as most of these medicines are adver- 
tised they are called for; when advertising

ceases the doctors forget them. The drug- 

gist may have to pay §1 or $2 or more fora 
package of such medicines in order tofillone —_ 
prescription, which is never followed up by 
another. The remainder of the packageis — 
@ total loss. ; 

The position of the doctor ts not easily 
determined in such a case, 

Frequently I receive a prescription written 
by a doctor calling for one of these patent =. 
medicines, and the manner in which iti | 
written shows me that he doesn't know 
whether the medicine is a liquid orapowder, 
It may be taken for granted that few doctorp = 
have an idea of the component partsof the 
medicine, and how they justify themselves iu 
writing such prescriptions is more than I cas 
guess,

Patient's Pocketbook Suffers. 

The doctor is supposed to know the form®il 
las to be used in certain cases—how to apport} 
tion and blend the drugs, and how to cover 
the obnoxious taste of any compound.

Own Home Means Independence. 

In reality the undertaking is not so large 
as it seems, and many thousends of men 
with smal] salaries who bought their little 
homes years ago have completed the pay- 
ments, and now, with a little money in the 
bank and no rent to pay, are as independent 
as a small salaried man ever may hope to 
be. Thousands of others who have bought 
on the installment plan are meeting their 
obligations without any particular sacri- 
fice. Every year they tee the interest 
charges decreasing a little, and a large share 
of the monthly sum being applied upon the 
principal. 

Builders say, and the fact is confirmed 
by inquiry in different neighborhoods, that 
defaults on houses are comparatively rare. 
If a man buys the right sort of a house in 
the right neighborhood at the right price he 
has every incentive to hold on to it, and, as 
a rule, meets his payments promptly. 

It is better, of course, to buy your lot and 
build your own house. [If the lot is clear 
you can borrow almost enough money to put 
up the house.

MAJORITY of the Greek bootblacks 

who shine the shoes of ‘thousands of 

icagoans in the downtown district 

tre the poorest ‘paid workers in the 

city. In fact they donot receive a penny 

in wages, and have to rely on tips for clothes 

and what amusements they may’ get. In 

each of the large shining parlors a dogen or 

more little Greeks, some not over 14 years 

of age, work for a year for no wages fulfill- 

ing the contract which exists between them 
and the proprietors. 

The proprietors of the shining establish 
ments pay for the steamer paesags of the 
small Greek boys who wish to come to this 
country, and in exchange the parents of the 
boye sign contracts which bind the boys to 
the proprietors on thie side of the water for 
@syear. The boys are put to. work in the 
bootblack stands, and for a year they receive 
room and board free in exchange for their 
services in the shining 5 ae 

. 
‘Boys Board wiht the Boss. 

Some proprietors own two or more shops 
and employ not less than ten boys in each 
place, They rent houses in the Greek settle- 
ment containing five or six rooms in each,’ 
and in these.places” the~boys sleep, - usually 
four toafoom. A large room ig set aside for 
the dining hall and the boys line up every 
morning for their coffee: and rolls,’and an- 
other meal late in the evening after the 
shops,are closed. Their lunches are put up 
in packages, for they cannot 
from the shop for their midday meal. ° 

The Greeks almost monopolize the shining 
business in Chicago. They have formed a 


’ 


trust which:has driven the bootblacks who. 


used to.run- around the streets with shining 
boxes on their arms, out-of business. Now 
stands are made to attract ‘the public and 
nearly every large office builiing has a shin- 


‘fing parlor. Im summer’ electric fans, over- 


head keep the customers cool, and in winter 
steam radiators keep them warm. There 
must be profit in the buginess, for the help 
usually is free and the materials used do not 
amount to much. Rent and light are the 
main expenses, and these are large. 
oa - 
Big Business in the Loop. 

Two hundred and fifty to 800 shines in a 
day is what the average loop shining parlor 
will do, and on Saturday the number near- 
ly doubles. In summer the business is much 
better than In winter, for in the warm weath- 
er, when evening walks are a pleasure, many 
people have their shoes shined every day. 
In winter or in rainy weather the bootblacks 
have plenty_of leisure time, but they don’t 
worry, for they. know they won’t lose their 
jobs and are in no danger of having their 
wages reduced. 

Most of the shining parlors are owned by 
partners. Seldom is it that one individual 
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‘get away 


will have the whole interest in a place. Some 
queer combinations may be seen, such as 
an Irishman and Greek, Germah and Greek, 
or Frenchman and Greek, but the Greek is 
abways there, for he is the man who gets the 
help. Usually two Greeks are owners, and 
they are ‘the most prosperous. 
” 
How the Trade Grows. 

The system of eelling twenty-five shines 
for a dollar netted the originator a good gum 
of money and e hold on the trade beforeihis.

Fortune in Twenty-five Years. 

There is more money made in the shoe 
shining business than people would imagine. 
One man who was not a Greek started in 
business twenty-one years ago, and two years 
ago he was able to retire from active work 
and live on the interest of his money, which 
he made out of the shoe shining business. 
He kept:a dozen bootblacks busy all the 
time, He used the best polish, had all the 


- latest sporting papers for his customers to 


read, and built up @ large trade. The rent of 
his stand was enormous, but when he retired 
it was said he was worth at least $50,000. 
He still leases the place and sublets it toa 
Greek, who holds about one-third the busi- 
ness. 


‘Two prominent Chicago Greeks’ who now — 


are mixed up in politics made their money in 
the shining business. Both of them came to 
this country eight years-ago, having their 
passage paid by a Greek proprietor ‘of a 
shining parlor, and they worked for him for 
a@ year for their room and board to repay him 
for their transportation. Three years after 
they arrived here they owned a place in the 
business section of the city. Now they are 
proprietors of seven shops and employ nearly 
a hundred boys, atid they are considered 
wealthy by their countrymen. Their rent 
and light bills every month amount to over 
$300, and the 5.cent ghines pay this and give 
them a good profit besides.

TRIED to secure a position in Chicago 

without the aid of a reference, and I 

made a most dismal failure in the at- 

tempt. It did not surprise me. I have 

tried the same thing in otheg cities, and 
always secured the same result. 

To.the person seeking a responsibie position 
a reliable reference is a most valuable asset. 
Personal appearance “ helps some,’’ but it is 
the reference that. secures the position. I 
make this statement as the result of practieal 
experience, or, possibly, I should say, prac- 
tical experiments, for my campaign as @ 
position seeker was only am experiment. I 
did not seek a position for the}purpose of 
providing funds to secure food for my starv- 
ing babies, for I have no babies. 

However, if I were unfortunate enough to 
be the pafernal parent of a starving child I 
would seek relief of some charitable institu- 
tion rather than chance the securing of a po- 
sition in Chicago without the necessary ref- 
erence. If one were to pursue the latter 
course the child would starve to death before 
the position would be forthcoming.

Told to Call Again. 

Duriig my experiment, which covered @ 
period of six days, I applied for forty-eight 
positions, had. thirty-nine interviews witb 
employers, was.told to ¥ call again ° *twenty- 
six ‘times; and on the fifth day secured a 
position on the night force of a printing es- 


tablishment at‘a salary,that makes meblush | 


when I recall it. | did not accept the position 
—the first one offered me without the em- 
ployer asking for a reference—but informed 
the management of my object in seeking it, 
and smoothed down ‘his ruffied dignity by 
presenting him with. a’ few Havanas. 

From Monday morning until Saturday noon 
I answered twenty-three advertisements, all 
of which called for references in the replies. I 
failed to send the references and also failed 
to hear anything further from any of the 
advertisers. I do not believe my fallure in 
this portion of the experiment was due to 
the selection of the hoodoo number twenty- 
three, but attribute it rather to the failure 
to comply with the requests of the adver- 
tisers in regard to inclosing references, 

The employers whom I interviewed were 
only those whose places of business or names 
were appended to thelr advertisements in 
the want column. I did not choose any par- 
ticular trade or line of work for the experi- 
ment, selecting the ads at random and trust- 
ing to my versatile method of amplifi¢ation 


of truth to carry me through. I was pre- 


pared, however, to “ back water” should 
any over-zealous employer attempt to thrust 
& position on me when I was not looking.

One of the ads. that looked good to was 
that. of a, printing establishment ‘in: Dear- 
born street.

The 
one position that I did secure during the week 
was not a fair test. I related to this em- 
ployer such a tale of woe as he had not heard 
in many a day and the position he offered me 
was due more to my tenacity in not taking 
“No!” for an answer than it was for my 
seeming pcg ag to secure the position legiti- 
mately. 

The result of this experiment shows that 
we are living in a practical age in which all 
the world has come to see the light of truth 
only in that. way which can be submitted to 
the cold tests-of-proof... One of the most im-,

In the small city in which I was reared and from which I 
came to Chicago, my family stands high in chureh and social 
circles. That-I am at least attractive to some extent I may

The strictly conventional, old fashioned standard 
would be not to recognize any business acquaintances 
on the street. But sometimes a girl has to have her 
own code about these things, for, as you say, there are 
times when it seems stiff not to speak. 

First, let us analyze the different classes of men as 
far as we can. There are a few probably so absorbed in 
their business affairs that they really do not see you.

The people of three more states 


During the ‘last week the legislatures of 
lowa. Nebraska, and Washington have 
passed a direct primary law. which will be- 
come effective in a few weeks. In Iowa and 
Nebraska some unimportant changes are yet 
to be made in the measure, but they will not 
delay final action more than a few days. 
When the new laws take effect the voters 
of those states will be able to control abso- 
lutely the nominations for most of the im- 


portant offices. 

In Iowa the bill as originally drawn re- 
quited a majority of the votes cast to nomi- 
nate. Owing to a small but active opposition 
the measure was amended by making 35 per 
cent of the votes sufficient to nominate. The 
effect of this, it is claimed. will be to retain 
the’ convention plan ef nominating candi- 
dates for state offices whenever there is a 
feld of candidates. The bill also provides the 
nomination of judges of Superior, District, 
and Supreme courts shall not be made at 
primaries, and it applies the primary feature 
to the nomination of officers elected in cities 


of the first class. 


Sweeping Measures in Washington. 

In the state of Washington the politicians 
put up a stiff fight, but public sentiment was 
so strong that they were overwhelmingly 
beaten. The new law, which has been signed 
by the governor, applies to all except county 
and municipal elections. It provides for a 
nonpartisan judiciary, and that all judécial 
nominees’ names be at the bottom of the in- 
dividual party tickets without designation 
of the party to which the candidate belongs. 
It is said to be the most important law every 
passed since Washington became a state. 

In Nebraska the bill provides for a state- 
wide primary, and eny person méy vote at 
any primary without telling his party af- 
filiation. 

In Minnegota an effort is being made to re- 
peal the primary law. A bill has been intro- 
duced in the house which repeals sections 
181 to 208 of the 1905 code, which Is the pri- 
ma ty election chapter, but does not provide 
any other machinery for the nomination of 
candidates. 

A law which requires the nomination of 
candidates for United States senators by pri- 
mary election, the nominees of the primary 
to become the nominees of their regpective 
parties, has been passed in Missourt. 

The Indiana legislature passed & resolution 
declaring that United States senators should 
be elected directly by the voters, and asks 
that congress shall calla constitutional con- 
vention for proposing amendments to the 
constitution of the United States. A copy of 
the resolution is torbe deliy ered to the vice 
president and to Speaker Cannon, to be laid 
before the senate and house respectively. 


Lobby Causes an Extra Sessien. 

Although the. Missouri legislature at its 
recent session passed an anti-lobby bill, it 
will not go into effect until June. The lobby 
was so active at Jefferson City that several 
important measures were defeated, and us a 
consequence Gov. Folk has called an extra 
session to assemble April ¥. 

Perhaps the most important bill which the 
lobby was able to stifle was the public utilities 
bill. The purpose of the bill was to authorize 
municipal assemblies and city councils to fix 
the rates which should be charged by public 
utilities companies for their services. It was 
openly charged that the measure was killed 
by the use of money. An effort will be made 
at the coming session to enact it into law. 

Other measures which Gov. Folk hopes to 
have passed are: 

To provide legislative enactments for the 
enforcement of the dramshop laws through- 
out the state. 

To provide for the 
derelict officials. 

To enact laws relating to the police systems 
of cities of this state of 100,000 inhabitants 
or more. 

To provide an enactment with an emer- 
gency clause for the suppression of racetrack 
gambling. 

To consider any other subject that may 
be submitted by special message dur ng the 


session. 


Nebraska Fights a Lobby. 


Nebraska also has been having 4 hard tus- 
sie with lobby influence. Several measures 
have been fought tooth and nail by interests 
that would be Injured by the proposed enact- 
ments. A few days ago three druggists were 
ordered from+«the floor of the senate at Lin- 
coln during the consideration of the pure 
food bill. 

The hottest fight, however, has been put 
up by the railroads against the terminal tax 
bill. The measure has been pending in one 
house or the other for weeks and every ob- 
stacle possible has been used to block its 
passage. The newspapers of the state joined 
in the affair and poured hot shot into the 
lobbyists hired by the railroads. The long 
struggle came to an end Friday, however, 
when the house passed the senates bill. It 
requires railroads to pay municipal taxes on 
terminal property in addition to the mileage 
valuation assessed by the counties. 


Prohibitionists in Hard Lines. 


The prohibitionists are not making much 

progress in their efforts to convert the legis- 
lators of the various states to enact tem- 
perance Jaws. Massachusetts a few weeks 
ago defeated a prohibition bill by a larger 
vote than ever before cast against it in that 
state. , 
_ lowa was looked on as fertile soil for the 
propagation of the temperance idea. The 
women advocates of a restricted liquor law 
labored long and earnestly with the mem- 
bere of the lower house, and seemingly con- 
verted enough to Insure the passage of the 
bill. 

In the senate, however, the temperance peo- 
ple made little impression and that body 
last Wednesday put a quietus on the move- 
ment by defeating the state marshal bill. 
It provided for the appointment of district 
and deputy marshals for enforcing the liquor 
laws, and was patterned after the Maine 
law. 

Opposition to the bill was based on the 
claim that it interfered with local self-gov- 
ernment and the rights of communities to 
enforce laws. The bill had been defeated 
at previous sessions. 


Colorado Will Be Wet. 


As a reesuit of a bill passed by the Colo- 
rado legislature each town in the state must 
vote to become “dry ”’ if it so desires. 

The bill provides that thirty days before 
the next ensuing election 40 per cent of the 
voters at the next previous election must 
file a petition for a vote on the matter of 
license or no-license. Thie provision of the 
bill renders a congideration of the matter 
at the polls exceedingly difficult. 

From the fact that the liquor Interests are 
pleased with the bill it is surmised that there 
is plenty in it to satisfy them. The measure 
was a party affair. 

The Tennessee legisiature also is strug- 
gling with the liquor question, and Mrs. L. 
M. N. Stevens of Maine, president of the 
National W. C. T. U., and vice president of 
the world’s organization, recently a 
the legislature fn behalf of prohibition 
lation. The population of North Dakota, she 
said, has increaged 75 per cent since prohibi- 
tions lawe were enacted. Action on the 
measure is not likely for several weeks.

Italian Count Who Claims He Was 
‘the Ladies’ Pet” in Palermo Goes 
Out for the Osculatory Record in 
New York and Gets It—Brooklyn 
Judge Regards Him a4 & Philaa- 
thropist and Refuses te Held Him 
After Arrest. 


New York, March 23.—[Special.}—" Kisses 
women in twenty minutes, did he? 
Well. that’s a record any man might be 
proud of,” said Magistrate Tighe in Adams 
street police court, Brooklyn, today when @ 
dapper looking dandy of about twenty-five 
years was brought before him on a charge 
of disorderly conduct. The prisoner’s record 
so tickled the magistrate that he let him go. 

The prisoner was “ Count” Antonio For- 
who came over from Italy about a 
ago. Through an interpreter he said 
Palermo, his native city, he was 
known as ‘‘ the ladies’ pet."'

FEARS CIVIL SERVICE BILL 
MAY BE KILLED BY ENEMIES. 


Chairman of State Merit Board Urges 
Citizens of Chicago to Keep Watch 
on the Legislature. 
Chances for extension of the civil service 

system were declared io be extremely meager 

by W. B. Moulton, chairman of the state 
civil service commission, and Representative 

Henry W. Austin, who spoke yesterday at 

the “long table luncheon ”’ of the City Club 

of Chicago, 

Wallace Heckman, chairman of the citi- 
gens’ committee which promoted the bill to 
place all Cook county employés under civil 
service, James 8. Handy, member of the 
county civil service commission, and Fred- 
erick Greeley also spoke, but took a more 
hopeful view of the situation, although ad- 
mitting that a hard fight would have to be 
made, 

Mr. Moulton expressed considerable confi- 
dence in the friendship of Gov. Deneen for 
civil service extension, but wae caustic in 
his criticism of members of the house who 
are opposed to the movement. He referred 
especially to Representative John G. Ogies- 
by of Logan county, and declared him a 
leader of the opposition to the bill. 

All the speakers were of the opinion that 
the only hepe for success was In the sen- 
ate. and Representative Austin and Chair- 
man Moulton urged that all citizens who are 
friendly to the measure should ge to Spring- 
field when it Is considered by the joint com- 
mittee of the house and senate. 

“ as the matter now stands,” declared Mr. 
Moulton. ‘“‘ enemies of civil service are in 
the saddle, and they are going to try to crip- 
ple us by cutting down our appropriation. 
The whole system is now at stake, and the 
only warning I oan give you, gentlemen, is 
to watch your Cook county bill. The situ- 
ation is grave.”

In 1902 the annual interest charge on the 
public debt of the continental United States 
is shown to have been approximately $iij- 
206.558. or an annual payment of $1.4 for 
each individual. The average rate of inter 
est on the funded debt of states and m- 
nicipalities was 4.1 per cent. In Great Brit 
ain the per capita indebtedness of all classes, 
national and local, was 3.93 times, in Pratces 
426 times. and in Italy 2.25 times that of 
the United States. If account be takep of 
the national wealth, it is found that theabi- 
ity of the countries to meet their indebtedness 
is expressed by the following figures: Ih 
the United States the total debt is $2.85 for 
each $100 of national wealth; in Great Britalg 
it is $10.50; in France, $14.25, and in Italy; 
$17.38. 

Much attention is devoted to a digest of 
taxation and revenue systems in use inthe 
various states. The assessed valuation of 
property subject to ad valorem taxation hag 
increased from 1850 to the present time, but 
has not kept pace with the increase in ts 
actual national wealth. 


Nation Lives Inside Income, 


One part of the report is devoted to gover® 
mental expenditures and revehues. In the 
fiscal period covered by this report the rew 
enue receipts of the national, state, and mu 
nicipal governments were, exclusive of duplt 
cations, $1,709,136.540. The co 
© eg for expenditures were $1,704,394, 


These figures show that, taking the cout 
try as a whole, the revenue receipts wee 
greater than expenditures, or, stated in other 
terms, that the net indebtedness of the cout 
try was slightly smaller at the close thas 
at the beginning of the year. In the caseot 
the national’ government, states and tem 
tories and counties the receipts exceeded the 
payments, and at the close of the year these 
governments had a emailer net indebtedness 
than at the beginning. In the caseof minor 
civil divisions, and especially the large cities, 
the situation was reversed and the payments 
for expenditures exceeded the reventie rte 
ceipts, causing an increase in net indebted 
ness.
